YOKOHAMA. 


Dates are now down to the Ist March. ‘The outward mail 
of 26th December arrived out on the 2lst February. The 
Colorado had returned from Hong Kong and left for San Fran- 
cisco on the 27th February with the following passengers :—

The Japan Times has the following items :— 


The opening of the country will be inaugurated by the open- 
ing of Osaka. This very important move is, we have every 
reason to believe, positively certain to take place, in spite of any 
opposition, at the time appointed—January 1, 1868. Many 
foreign merchants areof opinion that until the polity of Japan has 
had more time to recover from the shock it has already sustained 
from the admission of foreigners to trade, even at Yokohama; until 
habit and intercourse have made our presence in the country less 
obnoxious to the princes and people in the interior, who regard 
the footprint of the foreigner as a desecration to their sacred 
soil—and, especially until, by means of the ports now open, 
the resources of the country are better developed than at present 
and its products more freely offered for sale—the opening of a 
new port will be merely an openiug for more expenditure, with- 
They maintain that the import trade 
of Yokohama will suffer by the loss of whatever goods are sold 
direct in Osaka, such having been previously supplied from 
this market, and they believe, too, that no increase in the 
total amount of the trade will take place, arguing that what- 
ever Osuka wanted could always be got from Yokohama as 
heretofore, and that any increase in the Osaka demand could be 
just as well supplied from hence as at a branch market estab- 
lished on the spot itself. It is allowed on all hands that capital 
lies chiefly in Osaka, that there live the great merchants of 
Japan, who supply the means to their agents in the open ports 
to trade with foreigners, in both imports and exports, and there- 
fore the opponents to the measure of opening the new port 
argue that its only effect will be either to divide the trade or to 
transfer it—each a consequence equally pernicious. We do not 
share these opinions, which appear to ud to be opposed to the 
general laws of trade. We believe that though doubtless the 
imports into Yokohama will for a time fall off to much the same 
amount as is at the moment represented by the re-export to 
Osaka, still, at that great commercial city wo shall find new 
customers far more rapidly when on the spot than at present, 
when separated from them by more barriers than those of dis- 
tance—official squeezes here and taxes in transitu. 
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The import trade of Yokohama has always had an importance 
really fictitious to just the extent of these re-exporta. When 
these are withdrawn, and we are by no means of opinion that 
they form the bulk of our imports, the result will be to show 
us the real extent of the Yedo trade proper—a trade which is 
certainly susceptible of great expansion. And, when we con- 
sider that Yedo is the capital of the Auanto, probably the 
richest, or if not so, certainly among the richest provinces of the 
empire, it will be seen that, though shorn of the branch import 
trade of Ovaka, which does not legitimately belong to it, the trade 
of this port will very soon recover from its temporary check and 
increase as fast as surrounding circumstances will allow. The 
trade with Osaka and its emvirons will be quite a new trade, 
and, to judge from the reports we have reccived, not only of 
the population and importance of Osaka iteclf, but also of many 
neighbouring ‘places, there secms every reason to believe that 
we should be even more successful in introducing European 
goods there than we have been here. As for the argument in 
fewour of delay, that we should wait for extended in- 
tercourse with tle natives to be granted us here before 
we: go farther aficld, we consider it simply futile. With the 
experience of the Dutch in Decima and our own in Yoko- 
lama since 1553 of the unremitting and vexatious attempts 
of the Shiogoon’s Government to keep other Daimios and 
their pcoples from intercourse with us, we are not willing to 
wait the pleasure of our present ally for the development of a 
trade which nothing, we are convinced, will develop so well as 
the presence of foreigners and the exhibition of their goods by 
themselves in as many ports as we aan find customers willing 
to do business with us. The question is a broad, imperial one, 
and must be argued irrespective of the wishes of even a majo- 
rity, did such exist, of the foreign merchants of Yokohama. 
As such the British Minister at all events, we are assured, 
regards it, and it will be wel) for our readers out of Japan to 
make up their minds to the opening of Osaka in 1868 as a 
foregone conclusion. 

It is necessary for us to dwell at some length on this point, 
and to exhibit the differences of opinion on the subject which 
exist, because otherwise we should have found it difficult to 
allege a reason fur the apparent apathy of merchants here at 
present, and the appirent falsification of our confident predic- 
tion after the great fire of November, 1866, that trade would 
immediately recover itself. The signs of that vigorous resus- 
citation which we then anticipated were very marked, but it 
must be remembered that shortly afterwards the Ministers 
announced their intention of going down to the new port, 
with the admitted view of making preparations for opening it 
on the date agreed upon ; and thongh many minor causes have 
operated in the same direction—such as the occurrence of uu- 
merous and most disastrous fires in Yedo and the consequent 
impoverishment of many merchants there, the interposition of 
the New Year holidays, and the depression of trade generally in 
other parts of the world—astill we believe the hesitation shown 
by many firms here to invest their capital in rebuilding their 
premises and resuming their operations on the old scale; to be 
the natural anxiety to sce first whether Osaka will really be 
epened, and secondly, what will be the consequences of the 
measure. it is very desirable that some distinct assurance 
should be given to us on the first point as early as possible, 
which surely might be done. Despatches from the English 
Minister were sent down on the 7th inst. in H.M.S. Argus, as 
we: mentioned in our last, and for all we know these and their 
replies may have been the record of the most important 
politicul event of the fortnight. The purport of the mission 
of Messrs. Mitford and Satow, Sir Harry Parkes’s representa- 
tives, has not transpired, but it is supposed to have had 
reference to tho visit of the Ministers :bove alluded to. The 
Argus left them at Osaka, where they remained for about a 
fortnight, returning in the Basilisk on the morning of the 24th. 
They report that the treatment they received from all classes 
was polite and cordial in the extreme. 

The latter days of January and the early part of February 
have witnessed another step in the right direction by Admiral 
King, who, in H.B.M.S. Princess Royal, has been paying visits 
of some duration to some Princes in the Inland Sea. In 
another column will be found an interesting account of his visits 
to the Priuce of Chikuzen, a Daimio whose territory lies between 
Nagasaki and Stmonoseki. It would be well if the represen- 
tatives of other nati -nalities besides the British would imitate 
the example set them by Sir Harry Parkes and Admiral King. 
But. the policy of one of them, and not the least important, M. 
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Roches, Minister of France, is entirely opposed to opening the 
country. He has succeeded in making Yedo almost a close 
borough of his own, and hopes soon to establish a monopoly for 
French trade in Yokohama ; and to open Osaka, or to encourege 
the other Daimios in their legitimate wish to sharo in the 
benefits of foreign trade which the Shiogoon now keeps to him- 
self, would be suicidal on his part. 

The weather has been unusually severe, g good deal of snow 
having fallen and lain in our streets for some dayg. An idea 
of the variations of the climate of this country may be had 
from the fact that on the 21st of February, 1866, the thermo- 
meter stood at 64 degrees in the shade, while on the 21st 
inst. it was down to 31. We regret to have to announce 
another suicide. William G. Land, one of the stewards of the 
Yokohama United Club, deliterately shot himself through the 
head, on the 22nd inst., in one of the water-closets, A long 
and searching inquest was made the following afternoon, when 
it was shown by the evidence of the unhappy man’s fellow- 
servants, that the idea of suicide had long been familiar to him. 
Always a man of low physical power and very sensitive nervous 
organisation, the ordinary little difficulties and annoyances of 
his situation appear to have at times completely unnerved and 
upset him. There is little doubt, tuo, that the suicide of Mr. 
Vidal had that strange effect upon his mind, impelling him to- 
follow the example which physiologists have frequently had 
occasion to remark on the occurrence of crimes which have . 
possessed any particularly distinctive feature. The verdict 
arrived at by the jury recorded him as having been in aa un- 
sound state of mind when the act was committed. 

Just as the Colorado was getting under weigh on the morn- 
ing of the 27th inst., tha beautiful tea clipper Arte, second in 
last year’s ocean race, dropped anchor in our harbour. She had 
on board thirty-three Japanese, poor creatures who, after being 
wrecked in a native craft and reaching Hong Kong after great 
privations, were again wrecked in the unfortunate Corea off 
Foochow on their way up here. They seemed particularly glad, 
as well they might be, to get back to their native land after 
such vicissitudes of fortune. 

Dr. Macgowan has succeeded in inducing the Shiogoon’s 
Government to construct a short telegraph as an experiment. 
between Yokohama and Yedo. He returns to China in the 
Nepaul on business.connected with the company he represents, 
in that part of the world, and when he cames back to Yoko- 
hama, the material for the first telegraph in Japan will probably 
be ready for him and its construction will be at once pro- 
ceeded with. Another step in advance we have to record—the 
establishment of a Japanese newspaper, but the first copy of 
this is only placed in our hands as we write, and we must defer 
our review of it until next mail,

The following is a report on the markets :— 

Imports. — Business having been fully resumed, we report a better ine 
quiry for most staple articles of import, although the continued increase 
in the value of Mexican dollars doubtless prevents purchases from being 
made beyond the extent of immediate wants. Pricea have not yet ad- 
vanced, holders being willing to meet the market at previous ratea, owing 
to the considerable supplies of most descriptions of g and the 
depressed state of trade in the south of China. In Cotton Yarn, Grey 
Shirtings, and Turkey Red Cloth, a fair business has been done at our 
quotations. The native dealers show some disposition to speculate. at 
lower rates, but holders remain firm. Woollens continue depressed, and 
Camlets have been sold at a reduction upon previous rates to come small 
extent. There is little doub: that these goods are going out of fashion. 
and being superseded by a cheaper class—Cotton and Woollen mixtures. 
The stock of Raw Cotton has been reduced by considerable deliveries of 
former purchases, and the price of good staple has again advancad. 


is in active demand, large contracts to asrive haying been entered into at 
nereased. rates. 
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Expoarts.—Silk: At the departure of last mail, many of the silk men 
had not resumed business after the recess of the New Year's holidays, and 
though one or two buyers were in the market, particularly for the purchase 
of Oshus, not much business was done. The news received by the 
Nepaul, however, being favourable and exchange keeping low, a marked 
activity was immediately manifested, which has continued up to the time 
of writing. Stocks being limited, the natives soon began to show signs 
of firmness, the result of which has been ‘a gradual hardening of prices, 
and quotations to-day are from $30 to $50 higher than at last mail for 
the sorts which have been mostly in demand. A very few parcels of 
really fine silk have been offered, and for thesa high prices have been 
obtained: as much as $925 having been paid for a small Jot of best 
Mybash. This exceptional purchase, however, it will be seen, we do not 
consider sufficient to establish the quotation at that figure. The 
demand has been chiefly for Oshus: one fine parcel of this is held 
for $850, but has not founda buyer. Total settlements we estimate at 
550 piouls. Stocks are about 825 piculs, but little more than a third of 
this is on the market, the rest being in foreign hands as security against 
loans. The P.M.S.S. Co.’s steamer Colorado took 53 bales to New 
York. Tea: Just before the holidaysthis market was weak; but on the 
Tesumption of business the few transactions which took places were at 
prices about 2 dols. higher on an average than those asked before the turn 
of the year and at present, about 1,600 piculs having been settled during 
the fortnight, teamen having become gradually firmer until their demands 
exceed our limits and business has been stopped again in consequence. A 
few parcels of fine have been bought, but the bulk of the business has 
heen done in medium and good medium sorts. Stocks are about 5,000 

iculs. We have to advise the departure of the Carioca for London with 
09,980 lbs. and of the Colerado with 90,800 Ibs. for San Francisco, and 
800 ibs. to New York. 

HMAKODADI.

CHINA. 
TIENTSIN. 

A letter from Tientsin by tne Russian post, dated 25th 
January, states, in regard to the trade of 1866, that the 
foreign goods imported here in 1866, after deducting re- 
exports, amounted to taels 12,009,222 ; and Chinese goods, 
at tls. 4,574,235—tls. 16,583,457 ; or at exchange of 6s. 4d. 
per tael, £5,251,428. Exports from Tientsin, tls. 2,687,962; 
or £851,188. Treasure exported, tls. 6,175,788, or 
$1,965,666 4s. 

SHANGHAI. 

The mail of January 10, arrived out on the 28th February, 
and the French mail of the 17th on the 6th March, with tele- 
grams to the 8th February. The dates are now down to the 
9th March. 

A meeting of the renters of land in the English and American 
settlements at Shanghai was held on the 25th February, C. A. 
Winchester, Esq., H.B.M. Consul, in the chair. 

The Chairman, after a few preliminary remarks, went on to 
sey :—“ With reference to the appointment of a committee for 
a general reassessment of house and land property, the Muni- 
cipal Council had circulated a memorandum which, he trusted, 
had received the due attention of the land renters. There was 
no question that for land renters on the north of tke Yang- 
king-pang to attempt to levy taxes on goods landed at 
Pootung or in the French settlement, was beyond their 
powers, as those goods derived no benefit from our Muni- 
cipal institutions and could not therefore be liable. The 
Hong-que_ settlement was in a very different position. 
Residents on that side had voluntarily joined with this, and 
taken on themselves the regulations in force on this side. There 
was this slight differonce between the two settlements, that the 
goods were here passed over public wharves and there over 
private wharves. But it was undeniable that residents 
on that side shared the advantages arising from Muni- 
Gipal expenditure on roads and police. Therefore, he thought, 
and he had the full support of his colleagues in saying so, thet 
wharfage dues could be levied in the American settlement: if, in 
eases where the private wharves were kept in order by the 
ewners, an allowance were made. He merely threw out these 
remarks ss suggestions on the subject before the meeting, and 
would now leave it in their hands. 

Mr. F. B. Johnson said the chairman’s remarks had sufficiently 
explained the motive for calling this meeting so shortly oefore 
the: regular annual meeting of the land renters. The fact: simply 
was that, in face of the general dissatisfaction with the existing 
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assessment, the Council were not in a position to prepare a budget 
for the ensuing year. In fact it had already been necessary to re- 
sort to law in several cases for the collection of taxes. This pro- 
ceeding was a very objectionable one at any time, but especially 
so in the case of the Council, whose powers rested on a spirit of 
mutual forbearance among the community, The last assessment 
of land was made in 1862, and modified in 1865. The Council 
thought under ordinary circumstances an assessment would 
not require alteration more than once in three years. But in 
face of the great changes which had taken place recently in 
the value of land, they thought it now just to appoint a 
committee for the purpose of reassessing the value of land and 
houses. A careful memorandum had been prepared by the 
secretary and placed in the hands of the land renters, containing 
all details that were necessary for the guidance of the committee. 
He would only add that the Council proposed that the com- 
mittee for the assessment of land should consist of twelve land 
renters, and that for the assessment of buildings of not less 
six householders. 

The following resolutions were passed at the meeting :—1st. 
“That the memorandum with regard to a general reasscssment 
of land owned and rented by foreigners, and of housss occupied 
by foreigners and Chinese, within the limits of the English and 
American settlements, be approved by the land renters, and be 
handed to the Shanghai General Assessment Committee of 
1867, as the code of instructions by which to guide their pro- 
ceedings.” 3nd. “That the following gentlemen be requested, 
and are hereby nominated, to serve on the Shanghai General 
Assessment Committee of 1867, for the investigation and super- 
vision of valuations to be placed on house and land properties 
in accordance with the power granted the land renters by article 
10 of the Shaughai Land Regulations of 1854 ” :—

“That the thanks of this meeting 
be given to the chairman (Mr. Winchester), H.B.M. Consul, 
and to Mr. Mangum, the U.S. Vioe-Consul General for thgir 
aveistance.” , 

The following resolutions were passed at the meeting of the 
Shanghai Gas Company on the 28th Feb. :—Proposed by Mr. R. 
Mody, and seoonded by Mr. Fearon :—That Mr. Cameron be 
requested to act as chairman of this meeting. Proposed by Mr. 
Baker, seconded by Mr. R. A. Fearon :—That as the accounts 
are incomplete and defective in many respects they be not 
passed at this meeting, but that acorrect statement be prepared 
and submitted to an adjourned meeting. Proposed by Mr. 
Fearon, seconded by Mr. Hancock :—That as it is imperatively 
necessary that means be at once adopted to liquidate the 
liabilities of the company, the-directors be and are hereby em- 
powered to issue an amount of shares bearing a preferential 
interest of 12 per cent. per annum, not exceeding tls. 50,000. 
Proposed by Mr. Lawrence, seconded by Mr. G. H. Fitzroy: 
—That the following gentlemen. be appointed directors for the 
present year, viz. :—Mr. W.Cameron, Mr. W. Probst, Mr. R. A. 
Fearon, Mr. J. T. Brand, Mr: C: W. Overweg, Mr. R. B. Baker.

The. principal: items of the report are as follows :-— 

“The consumption of gas in foreign houses has steadily in- 
creased, and new consumers’ names are continually being added 
to the company’s list.

Up 
to the present time, out of the houses already fitted, up we are 
not aware of one-single instance where a tenant has paid for 
the permanent fittings, yet there are a few landlords who object 
to outiays of this kind, and: the apes vie = A their 
tenants do net at present use-gas.. It would be well for persons 
when settling leases of houses to stipulate that the landlord 
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should place permanent gas fittings into the premises at his own 
expense. 
‘ ‘ An increase also has taken place in the number of native 
consumers, but not to the extent desired. No great increase 
either can be expected amongst them till the company is in a 
position to lower the price, and so make it apparent to the 
Chinamen that it is more economical to burn gas than oil, In 
using oil the foreigner pays not only for the quantity actually 
burnt, but for what is appropriated by his native servants as 
their perquisite, and to him, therefore, gas is undoubtedly 
cheaper to use than oil, that is, if he be satisfied with burning 
only a quantity of gas sufficient to produce the same degree of 
light as he obtained previously from his oil lamps, leaving out of 
the comparison altogether the cleanliness and convenience of 
using gas. 

“It will be remembered. that regular supplies of coal were 
some time since ordered on from Australia. One cargo only 
has arrived; it was brought here by the Marie Laure, French 
barque, and the company not having sufficient funds to spare at 
the time to pay for the whole quantity (about 500 tons), the 
greater portion was sold on the market at a small profit. The 
company has since been dependent for its supply on the coals 
offered for sale at this place. This is not very satisfactory, as 
coal possessing{similar gas producing qualities cannot always 
be obtained here, hence a difference sometimes in the illumi- 
nating power of the gas manufactured. The illuminating power 
of the gas has been much improved during the past year, and 
the small quantity of shale received from Australia has been 
found of great use in this respect. Considerable labour is 
dailyf{bestowed in keeping the mains free from water,—their 
being under water for several hours every day rendering them 
peculiarly liable in some places to get choked up, and the sup- 
ply of gas to the settlement interfered with. All the lamps 
required by the Municipal Council have been supplied and fired 
in position, and the contract is being carried out fairly by both 
parties ; but owing to the low price paid by the Council there 
will be ouly a small profit made in this direction. The addi- 
tional mains required to supply the lamps under the Municipal 
contract have all been laid down and completed, and not any 
further outlay in this respect will be occasioned at present. 

“ Shareholders have thought it desirable that the company 
should be re-formed on the limited principle. It is understood 
that a change of this kind could be effected with little trouble 
or expense if all the shareholders would consent thereto. The 
principal creditor of the company is the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank, and its manager is anxious that the loan obtained from 
him should be paid off. Messrs. P. A. Myburgh and E, Law- 
rance have advised that in their opinion no further call can be 
legally made. Attempts to procure the necessary amount on 
mortgage and by the issue of debentures have not been success- 
ful. The amount might be obtained by preference shares, but 
it is feared any scheine proposed of raising money in this way 
would not be any more acceptable than the debentures. The 
other creditors of the company appear inclined to allow further 
time for payment of their claims. There is still a large field 
open for the development of the objects of the company, and if 
the undertaking continue to progress as it is [now doing, there 
are good grounds for believing within a reasonable time it would 
be able to extricate itself from its present financial difficulties ; 
however, the early liquidation of the existing liabilities of the 
company requires the serious consideration of the shareholders.” 

A very large quantity of damaged American Drills have re- 
cently been sold at auction by Messrs. Wainright and Co. at 
prices varying from taels 3.50 to taels 4 per piece, at which 
they were taken pretty freely by the native and other buyers. 
The circumstances under which these goods, 370 bales, ex En- 
deavouy, became damaged are somewhat peculiar, and we hear 
involve literally a knotty question ; as it seems that the damage 
was causcd by chafing, resulting from the ropes which bound 
one bale galling that stowed next to it. The agents of the ship 
consider that this is damage from accidents of the sea, as only 
peculiar weather would cause the ship to roll so as to bring it 
about; on the other hand, it is held that the chafing should 
properiy be considered as ship damage. The point we under- 
stand has been submitted to arbitration. 

The following somewhat important notification has been 
published at Shanghai through the Consuls:—“The Taot’ai 
has received a representation from the native silk merchants, 
Tun-fai and others, in which they state that, in view of the 
great losses suffered of late years in foreign trade, some change 
of system should be made, by which the like may be avoided 
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in future. They have therefore come to the determination to 
deal only for cash in all silk transactions. They pray, there- 
fore, that foreign Consuls may be moved to notify merchants 
that, from and after first month of sixth year of Tung-Chih, all 
payments for silk will be demanded in ready cash only, and in 
full, that thus complications may be avoided and confidence 
restored. In forwarding tho above, the Taot’ai begs that 
H.B.M.’s Consul will be so good as to issue the necessary notifi- 
cation for the information and guidance of merchants. Shanghai, 
22nd February, 1867.” 

As an instance of the coercion which the Chinese guilds are 
enabled to exercise over any individual who will not act in 
accordance with their regulations, we may mention the follow- 
ing incident of which we have been informed. It appears that 
some weeks ago the silk guilds held a meeting, and unanimously 
agreed upon refraining from dealings with two foreign firms and 
a foreign broker, who were singled out by name, and that on 
the 23rd a Chinaman named Ta-Ching-Tssz Kee, one of those 
who had signed the agreement, sent musters to one of the houses 
in question, which musters happened to be inspected by the 
foreign broker against whom the agreement was directed. This 
coming to the knowledge of the silk guilds, the partners of the 
Chinese firm were taken up and brought before them, Ta-Ching- 
Tsz Kee being grossly insulted and threatened being taken before 
the Taoutai for breach of the agreement, but he was finally let 
off upon his consenting to undergo a fine of 70 piculs of white 
rice to be distributed among the poor refugees of the districts 
of Hoochow. 

A meeting of the Shanghai Race Club took place on the 26th 
February, ia which more than usual interest was manifested. 
Various resolutions have been decided upon as desirable to bring 
forward, among which to propose the following gentlemen as a 
committee, namely, Sir Edmund Hornby, Messrs. J. McDouall, 
R. Little, W. Probst, P. A. Myburgh, D. King jor., aud R. A, 
Houston. It was also arranged to propose that in future 
the accounts of the Race Club be printed and circulated 
amougst the members ten days previous to each mecting ; 
and also that in the event of the accounts presented 
at the meeting not being audited, they should not be passed, 
but that Messrs. Manson and Lindsay be appointed to 
audit them ; that a paid secretary be appointed, and that the 
funds of the club be kept at one of the banks subject to the 
signatures of the secretary and one of the committee. It was 
to be suggested that professional riders be not allowed to ride at 
the races, or on the race course for thirty days previous to the 
first day of any race meeting, and it was in coutemplation to 
propose that no horse or pony entered for any race can change 
ownership within two weeks previous to the meeting at which 
he is so entered. On the proposal to have the accounts audited, 
a lengthened discussion ensued upon the question of the regu- 
larity of this proceeding ; but it was ultimately arranged that 
the audit should be made, and the chairman adjourned the 
meeting until the 12th March. 

The bazaar in aid of the church building fund took place at 
the Shanghai Club. The interest which the former bazaar 
possessed, viz., that of absolute novelty, could not be claimed by 
this one, but we are happy to say that it was a decided success. 
The drawing-room of the club was tastefully decorated, and the 
stalls heavily laden with fancy work, bijouterie, &c. ; indeed, in 
the grotesque language of the advertisement, with everything 
required by “man, possible and impossible.” Many additional 
attractions were furnished, including a “ Chamber of Horrors” 
and a “Museum.” These two apartments were filled with 
various objects of local interest. These were of course, how- 
ever, attractions that were added for superfluity. The ladies 
and their stalls were special objects of interest. We were 
much struck with the taste displayed in setting out these 
stal's. Mrs. Wright, Mrs. Coghill,, Mrs. Bayne, and Mre, 
Butcher, presided over tables very plentifully laden and very 
tastefully arranged ; while Mrs. Johnston, Mrs. Muirhead, Mra. 
Marshall, and Miss Mead, soon cleared the various pretty orna- 
ments and various fancy articles under which their tables 
laughed, for we cannot use the old metaphor and say the tables 
were unmannerly enough to “ groan” under such a light and 
charming load as the gay assortment of goods which surmounted 
them. The long-avnounced “Bund” was freely sold, and 
real.sed more than $350. The weird wizard of Wochang, an 
experienced Chinese juggler, delighted the little ones of the 
party, and the refreshment table presided over by Mrs. Earl was 
frequented towards the close of the afternoon by numerous 
customers, The lotteries under the charge of the Hon. Trees 
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surer, Mr. J. Gilfillan, were managed with great spirit ; and the 
whole affair passed off to the satisfaction of the visitors. In 
the evening an auction was held, at which the articles that re- 
mained were sold at highly remunerative prices. 


FOOCHOW. 

The Advertiser has the following on the proposed new Chinese 
docks :— 

The subject of the naval force on this station is far too important to be 
left in the very unsatisfactory state which prevails at present, and which 
“was referred to in our last number. There are very important interests 
involved in the due protection of foreign residents and their property at 
this port; and in Formosa the growing interests of a trade which may 
hereafter turn out of great extent, and the very precarious state of the 
relations between the few Europeans and the natives, call for some super- 
vision. In both places English interests predominate, and Englishmen are 
also more concerned in the suppression of piracy on the coast than any other 
Europeans, It is then only right and advantageous that the British Go- 
vernment should take such steps as to ensure the proteclion of these inte- 
rests, and as far as possible, the suppression of piracy on the coast. It is true 
that the latter duty should properly devolve upon the Chinese authorities, 
and will probably hereafter, whether the Foochow dock scheme succeed or 
not, be undertaken by them. But the non-fulfilment of such obligations 
by a nation at present so entirely out Of the pale of European ideas, forms 
Do justification for the neglect of those who recognise them, and have the 
power to carry them out. It is very true that but little necessity has 
arisen from the exercise of protective force either at Foochow or 
at Formosan ports, but an unhappy exception to the prevailing quiet 
may at any moment arise, and find us unprepared. One of the 
eccasional mild attacks on foreigners here may at any time 
assume a serious aspect, and the state of insecurity at Tamsui is 
notorious. Far better than sending a useless vessel to this station would 
be a return to the old rule of our gunboats. We think, however, that the 
peculiarities of the case call for the permanent maintenance of two gun- 
boats on the station, the one to look after the large shipping interest at 
Pagoda anchorage, and to pay occasional visits to Formosa, and give a 
good account of any stray pirates, and the other to remain at Foochow. 
This is somewhat essential, if the desirability of maintaining any force 
here at all is admitted, as we have known a gunboat detained at Formosa 
by bad weather for six weeks. There is nothing to direct attention to this 
matter in the present peaceful condition of affairs, save the utter folly of 
the present naval arrangements of the station, and we have drawn atten- 
tion to it from the principle that it is better in times of quiet to take those 

recautions againet contingencies which are useless, howcver ably they 
carried, when the contingencies have arrived. 
HONG KONG. 
The mail of the 26th January arrived out on the 10th 


March. The dates are now down to the 15th. 


With reference to the proposed “China Committee” of the 
East India Association, the Mail says:—‘ That it would be 
desirable to found a society or association for the furtherance 
of our interests in the remote East, we most fully concur, and 
have before this pointed out in our columns the many advan- 
tages which such an institution would present. But we can 
hardiy endorse the proposition that the committee elected to 
represent our interests in England should be but the subordinate 
branch of an association devoted to Indian affairs. The 
difference of the status enjoyed by British subjects in the two 
countries is so essentially different, that the Indian members of 
the society would actually fail in many cases to comprehend, 
without much study-—we might almost say actual residence in 
this country—the numerous vexed questions which constantly 
occur under our system of diplomatic and consularrepresentatioun. 
But surely China—that is, the open ports and Hong Kong— 
with its princely merchants and its many officials, its vast trade 
and numerous shipping, is worthy of a representative association 
“all to itself’ in the great metropolis, Seven of the ports of 
China in 1865 exported and imported goods to the value of over 
ferty-nine millions of pounds sterling, and these figures, though 
approximate, are under the mark. Is not a trade such as this 
(leaving the remaining six ports out of the question) worth the 
Organisation of some special association for the furtherance 
of its interests with our own and the native Government ? 
In a short time the revision of the Treaty of Tientsin will be 
under consideration, and an opportunity afforded of settling the 
many vexed questions which now arise as to the difficult inter- 
pretation put upon its present clauses by official and non-official 
residents. Instead, therefore, of urging, as does our contempo- 
rary, the establishment ofa Chinese sub-committee to the 
Indian Association, we would urge the immediate formation of 
an independent society devoted exclusively to the interests of 
residents in China and Japan. Such a society might even be 
formed in China or Hong Kong, having in connection with it 
an influential home committee pledged to, as far as possible, 
forward the views of the members in China and Japan. Here 
in Hong Kong, where live the priucipals of the many influential, 
houses whose names are synonymous with wealth and liberality. 
it would be easy to establish such a society on a solid basis 
We commend the consideration of this subject to the Britieh 
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merchant princes of the two couutries, and in so doing would 
remind them that there is no time to be lost.” 

We regret to learn that the Rev. Father Ambrosi, of the 
Roman Catholic Mission, expired on the 1Cth of March. The 
reverend gentleman was born at Verona, in Italy, and was first 
educated in that city, where he studied physiology and theology. 
He then entered the College of the Propaganda at Rome. He 
arrived in Hong Kong in 1855, being appointed vice-procurator 
of the mission of tho Propaganda. In October, 1866, he was 
appointed prefect apostolic of the Roman Catholic Mission, 
and general procurator of the mission of the Propaganda in 
China. The deceased gentleman had not been in good health 
for some years, but in his zeal to perform his duties bore up as 
long as he could. For the previous twenty days he was confined 
to his bed, aud expired at 5.30 P.m., at the age of forty-eight 
years. His funeral, numerously atteuded, took place at 5 P.M. 
next day. 

The transport Golden Fleece arrived from England at Hong 
Kong, March 3. She brings 728 officers, men, &c., of the 
73rd Regiment—a name familiar to all who have read the 
story of Waterloo. During the voyage of which the time at 
sea occupied only 873 days (the remainder being passed in 
port) she experienced on the whole fine weather. She crossed 
the line when 19 days out and the Meridian of the Cape 41 
days after leaving England. In the Indian ocean she did not 
experience the usual N.W. monsoon. Off the coast of Borneo, 
as far as 10 degrees North, a strong N.E. monsoon was en- 
countered, and after that time she had only light airs and calm 
weather. The voyage seems, from all we can learn, to have 
passed most pleasantly, nothing occurring to disturb the general 
harmony which prevailed on board; 5 deaths unfortunately took 
place, but whether from accident or disease we are unable to 
state; while six births increased the number of human beings 
on the roll at her arrival to one more than she had on board 
when she left England. 

By a statement published in the Gazette wo perceive that the 
fund in aid of gentlewomen engaged iu the work of Protestant 
Christiau Missions or Education in Hong Kong, had a balance 
to its credit on March 1, of $1,165, and as that amount bore 
interest at 7 per cent. from March 1866, sufficient money has 
been thus provided for meeting current expenditure— the in- 
terest being $8,155, and the expenditure precisely the same 
amount. 

H.M. gunboat Oppossum left with a mandarin on board, in 
company with the Haughty, for Deep Bay on the information 
of four Chinese having been captured by pirates ten days 
before and held to ransom for $50 cach at the village of Suntin 
in the Sun-on district. The Oppossum arrived there on the lst 
March and proceeded about twelve miles beyond the anchorage 
for gunboats, and after considerable trouble succeeded in rescu- 
ing the captives with whom she returned on the 2nd. ll well. 
The Chinese were handed to the Kowloon Mandarins. 

Another steamer has been launched from the yard of Messrs. 
Riach and Co.; she sits very gracefully in the water, and from the 
fineness of her lines and the power of her engines, she will be 
able to steam at least ten knotsan hour. Her dimensions are 
as follow :—Length, 130 feet; breadth, over all, 18 feet, 6 inches, 
depth of hold, 9 feet. Her engines, which are the workman- 
ship of Messrs. Penn and Sons of London, are of 60-horsepower 
nominal, but may be safely worked to over 100-horsepower. 

On the arrival of troops per Golden Fleece, the China Mail 
says :— 

The 73d Regiment has arrived at Hong Kong during an exceptionally 
fine winter. Since the Golden Fleece anchored here officers and men have 
seen nothing in the climate, nothing in the sanatory condition of the city, 
in its houses, or its society to justify the dismal apprehensions that afflicted 
them on their voyage. The weather has been as bracing as the ‘hard 
grey ” in which Professor Kingsley finds the secret of physical strength, 
and: occasionally as gloomy as the murkiest November morning that ever 
stipulated the poetic fancies of Tom Hood. And thus it may happen that 
our friends of the 73rd may fall into the errors that frequently follow on 
violent reaction, may fancy they have a fair sample before them of 
the Victorian climate, and therefore pay less attention to dietetic 
considerations than they would if their experience of the place had 
embraced some of its summer months, There are probably some mili 
stations on the face of the globe that are much less endurable than this 
island of Hong Kong, if people will only approximately obey the condi- 
tions which nature prescribes for life here. The place inherits a bad re- 
putation gained in past times, and which was somewhat due to the ignorance 
and mismanagement on the part of individuals responsible for its civil and 
military government, but no doubt owing in some measure to the defec- 
tive aan condition from which it has been gradually but not perfectly 
is a common fault with people who travel but little, and whose exe 
perience of the world is limited to what they learn on board the steamers 
in the passage from Southampton to Hong Kong, to carry with them 
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home standard by wiich to judge everything strange that comes under 
their notice. It finds constant expression in what is traditionally said to 
be tle Englishman’s peculiar habit of * yrumbling : . and thus the really 
good roadways of Victoria, its underground drainage, its gas and water, its 
romantic scenery, and its other good qualities, easily discoverable by any 
one who has the healthy mind in the seund body, are unnoticed or 
despised because we happen to have rather more sun than snow, 
typhoons for hurricanes, coolie chairs for cabs and omnibuses—because 
in fact, we cannot introduce into social and domestic life in this outlying 
post of the British empire, all that we may have been accustomed to in 
the metropolitan or larger provincial cilies of our native land. Hence 
numerous “ letters from residents,” who, unable to discriminate properly, 
or too egotistical to attribute fault to themselves, having charged upon the 
climate the consequences either of their own indiscretion, or of in- 
efficient general government. That class of grumblers is not yet extinct. 
With all the improvements that has been made in Hong Kong during the 
last half-dozen years, there are stiil some who can see nothing in the 
conversion of a once barren, steep rock, into the site of a fine 
city, better supplied with sanatory resources than is any other British pos- 
session in the East. How much reason there exists for the evil name 
that Hong Kong bears at home, the soldiers ot the 73rd Regiment, per- 
haps, have already guessed, and we sincerely trust that their sojourn here 
will not be marked by any circumstances to weaken the pleasurable 
surprise they have experienced at finding that they are come, not to such 
an Inferno as Dante imagined, but to a pleasant island, where life is not 
necessarily burdened by the calamities wiich have been so graphically 
depicted by home writers, who either speak of what occurred years ago, or 
who draw their inspiration from sources that are utterly undeserving of 
credit. 
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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
SINGAPORE. 

The London mail of the 11tl February reached this by the 
steamer Lmeu on the morning of the 16th March. The French 
steamer with the Marseilles mail of the 19th February still 
keeps out. 

The last fortnight has witnessed the departure of one Go- 
vernor and the arrival of another. General Cavenagh, 
who has administered the Government since August, 1859, 
left Singapore on the 15th March in the Government 
steamer Pluto for Penang, where he will embark in the 
present mail steamer for Europe. The transfer of the Settle- 
ments from the Jndia to the Colonial-office, and which will be 
formally inaugurated on the lst April, is of course the cause 
of General Cavenagh’s departure. During jhis Governorship 
he succeeded in obtaining the confidence of the authorities in 
Calcutta and the good wishes of the residents here, who have 
not been backward in testifying the same. A numerously 
attended banquet was given to him in the Town-hall on the 
12th March, and a public subscription has been raised to obtain 
his portrait from England to be hung up in the Town-hall. 

General Cavenagh, as we have observed, left on the 15th, 
and he had not been twenty-four hours gone when the mail 
steamer arrived having on board his Excellency Colonel Ord, the 
first Colonial Governor of the Settlements. No demonstration 
attended his landing beyond the firing of a salute, and he was 
thereby saved a good deal of discomfort, for it is no joke 
going through open air ceremonials under the blistering 
sun we have here. His Excellency, who was accompanied 
by his lady, private secretary, and some other officers of the 
new Government, proceeded at once to Government House 
where he has taken up his residence. It is iupossible to offor 
at present any opinion as to what will be the nature of Colonel 
Ord’s administration ; but a favourable impression regarding 
him bas already got abroad, due most probably to the vigorous 
manner in which it is known he has set to work upon the pre- 
parations necessary for the inauguration of the new order of 
things, 

‘hue weather had continued excessively hot throughout the 
fortnight, and should the drought continue much longer there 
will be a great scarcity of water in town. 

The Second Civil Sessions was opened by his Honour the 
Recorder. Mr. R. C. Woods moved, first, for a petition to the 
Privy Council for the pardon of the prisoners condemned in the 
Erin case on the ground of a mis-trial ; secondly, that the 
prisoners be recommended to mercy by the Cuurt, and thirdly, 
for a new trial of the cise for the reasons mentioned below :-— 
First, that one of the jurors had during the timo they were 
locked up to consider their verdict, at the same time being 
under the charge of C, Wilson, who had been especially ap- 
pointed a bailiff in this case, separated himself from his 
fellow jurors, in other words, managed to make his escape from 
the roum in which they were confined ; and that further the 
said juror did hold conversation, having reference to the case, 
with some persons other than the jurors. And secondly, that 
one of the jurors was not a British subject. Mr. F. E. Pereira, 
also addressed the Court, and the case was argued at consider- 
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able length on these points. His Honour eventually overruled 
the petition on the grounds that there were not sufficient rea- 
sons shown to interfere with the judgment already decreed. 

H.M.’s steamer Sutellite, Captain Edye, from England, via 
the Cape of Good Hope, with dates from the latter port te the 
lst February, has arrived. 

PENANG, 

The Gazelte has the following :— 

We understand that the Government has sanctioned the grant 
of the waste land situated at the back of the Mess-house, to 
trustees, for the public, in order that a racecourse may be 
made there. The trustees will probably be, the Lieut. Governor, 
Officer commanding troops, the Secretary of the Race Committee, 
and one or two otier private individuals. Weare glad of this, 
as it will, we hope, make our races a permanent institution iv 
the settlement. From what we have already gleaned of the 
opinious of the Chinese inhabitants,we are confident they will take 
a lively interest in keeping up these races, and if well seconded 
we have no doubt but that ere long, we shall see a permanent 
racecourse in Penang, and a friendly and honest contest for 
the victory. We understand that there is already a fund of 
about $1,000 for the permanent racecourse, a little fact which 
augurs well for the undertaking. With a little extra support 
we must consider the fact of our having a permanent race- 
course as a tiling settled. We learn that a dispute has arisen 
in Kallang, a district of Salangore, about some tin duties; as 
yet we have no very reliable information as to the matter, except 
that his Honour the Governor met with what we sliould consider 
most discourteous treatment from the Sultan and Chiefs of Se 
langore in his endeavours to arrange the affairs in dispute. 
This is, we hope, a step gained towards bringing the entire 
peninsula under our control.

In addition to this, a con- 
siderable quantity has been purchased in preparation for the direct Cal- 
Cutta opportunities, 

DoLttaR CURRENCY. — Inwards #300,000, outwards $520,000, the 
greater portion uf which has again gone forward to India. A few urim- 
portant transactions have taken yJace in clean coin. 

EXcuANGE.—There has been but alimited demand, and of the bills so'd 
the larger part has gone into the hands of private buyers, who ara thus, 
under the new regime, reaping the profits of a little private banking bunsi- 
nes on their own account. 

Discount AND MortTGAGEs.— Discounts have been done upon upon un- 
doubted paper at 7 per cent. and Mortgage at 10. Twelve per cent. is 
still obtainable on Chinese securities. 

SuAREs.—These have improved a shade by a few pucchases for invest- 
ment ; but the trade may be said to be very slow.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tga.— CanTon.— During the fortnight allittle nore activity is noticeable 
in the market, some inquiry has existed for country greens, and a moderate 
business has been done in scented kinds. There is no demand whatever 
for country Congous, and apparently this class of tea is quite neglected. 
Country Congous: ‘The stock is 32 chops or 20,582 packages as last 
advised, and teamen are still asking some 6 taels above the idcas of 
foreigners. Country Greens: Although some attention has been given 
during the fortnight to these kinds, no actual transactions have as yet 
transpired; arrivals have taken place to the extent of 960 packages, and 
present stock is therefore increased to 5,400 packages. Canton made Teas : 
Settlements of both scented kinds have been effected on a moderate scale 
throughout the fortnight at irregular prices. Some 6,000 boxes Scented 
Orange Pekoe, common to good, and fine, have been taken at from 17 to 
29 tacls, and 2.000 boxes common to medium Capers have found buyers 
at from 15 to 25 taels; a few Gunpowders and Young Hysons have been 
settled for the American market; other kinds have been quite neglected. 
A muster of the new season's district Congou has been put on the market, 
but regarding the approaching season it would be premature to offer any 
remarks at present. Sales are reported as follows:—Country Cougous, 
none; Country Greens, none; Canton Gunpowder, 1,000 boxes and 200 
half. chests, at taels 15 to 24; Canton Younz Hyson, 200 half-chests, at 
taels 23; Canton Scented Orange Pekoe, 600 boxes, at taels 17 to 19; 
Scented Caper, 2,000 boxes, at taels 15 to 25. Stock 32 chops or 23,552 
packages Country Congous, 5,400 packages Country Greens. 

Sil ANGLIA: Bleck Tea: A fair business for the time of year has been 
in progress, and at ful! rates, the majority of settlements showing one tael 
an a-half advance over last mail’s quotations, making a rise of nearly 
three taels from the lowest point in January last. Teamen, though most 
anxious to return for the new season's operations, succeed in holding out 
for the extreme market value, and it is difficult to purchase at even the 
subjoined quotations. Green Tea: The demand for America has been 
more general, and a large business has ensued at gradually rising prices, 
some of the latest settlements showing an advance of nearly two taels. At 
these rates English buyers are compelled to hold aloof, notwithstanding 
that the export to Great Britain compares favourably with last year’s, while 
that to America shows more than a proportionate increase. ‘Che anly 
vessel on the berth is engaged full, but there is some prospect of another 
being put on. The stock is maintained at 25,000 packages of all kinds, 
arrivals at Kiukiang being at once transferred to this port, whereas at this 
time last year Kiukiang held a separate stock of 9,000 half-chests. The 
settlements comprise :—11,300 half-chests Moyune, common to finest at 
tls. 35 to 44.5; 35 0 half-chests Fychow, common to fair at tls. 28 to 
33.5 ; 700 half-chests Pingsuey, common at tl. 34. 

Foocnow.—The only settlements since last report are 233 chests and 
320 half-chests at taels 13.7.5 to 15.7.5, say 233 chests and 320 half- 
chests common to good common at taels 13 7.5to 15.7.5. 

Hankow.— There had been no settlements of Black tea, but the arrival 
of some 600 chests had increased the stock to 3,600 chests, 

Kiuxrtano.—There had been again no settlements either of Black or. 
Green teas, and the stocks comprised as before 500 chests Black and 300 
half-chests Green teas, 

YokouaMa.— The Tea market remains quiet, and without apy, 
material change {o notice since the ceparture of the last mail, 
During the earlier part of the fortnight several buyers entered the 
market at the low prices, and a fair amount of business was done; this 
caused the teamen to become slightly firmer in their ideas, thereby 
checking business, as in the face of such discouraging accounts from, 
America buyers are not inclined to give any advance on their former 
purchases; and although offering the same prices as before, they are not 
very eager, and would rather wait tu see whether a little holding off will 
not induce holders to submit to their terms. Settlements are estimated at 
1,560 piculs, of which some quantity will be shipped to England. 
Quotations and Stocks stand as follows:—Good common, $15 to 20, 
Stock, 500 piculz; Medium, $21 to 25, Stock, 2,070 piculs; Good 
Medium, $26 to 30, Stock, 1,700 piculs; Fine, $31 to 34, Stock 800 
piculs; Finest, $35 to 30, Stock, 40U piculs, 

Raw Sitkx.—The quantity of Raw Silk going home by the present 
mail is 1,604 bales and 10U cases, 1,220 bales and 100 cases for Southampr. 
ton and 384 bales for Marseilles. 
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Canton. —Settlements for the fortnight are very limited indeed, yet 
prices for the finer classes have been fully maintained but in the commoner 
sorts, rates are getting far easier, The new crop is expected in about two 
months. 

SHANGHAI.—The general anxiety to purchase mentioned in the last 
report has continued, and any class of China silk bas found eager buyers 
in some cases at a considerable advance on last mail's quotations, In- 
cluded in the settlements below there are about 150 bales of Chinas which 
were shipped by the last mail steamer after the statistics were made up. 
Arrivals from the country are but scanty and the quality and size anything 
but desirable, which is additional proof tbat the supplies for the season ar 
nearly exhausted. Settlements for the past fortnight, 550 bales ; total 
settlements since Ist January, 2,450. The quotations are: —‘Tsatlees, 
market No. 3, 540 to 545 taels per picul ; do. No. 4, 525 to 535 teels 
per picul ; do. No. 5, and Common, 440 to 500 taels per picul. 

OKOHAMA. — Although the last holidays of the Japanese new year and 
the bad weather interfered with the arrival of tresh supplies, and prevented 
the return of the native dealers from the interior, settlements amount to 
nearly 450 piculs, among which are noticed some large parcels. The 
stock is estimated at 450 piculs, including the unredeemed deposits, which 
being still large leave very little available Silk inthe market, Since the 
despatch of the Colorado on the 26th February 150 piculs have been 
settled, and prices are very firm. One of the best parcels of Mybash 
which came to hand lately fetched $925. 

Daucs. — Canton.—Cassia Lignea nominally quoted at $19.50, the 
season's supplies being perfectly exhausted. Cussia Buds of good clean 
quality procurable at $38, stock 100 piculs Cassia Oil: 5 piculs con- 
tinue to be offered at $185. China Root: $3.50 to$3.75. China Galls: 
$13.50, 200 piculs are reported as sold, stocks being thereby reduced to 
70 piculs. Vermilion: $39 per box of 50 catties for choice quality. 
Rhubarb without any fresh supplies, Galangalls : $1.70, stock 3u0 piculs. 
Star Anniseed and Star Anniseed Oil, none. 

Coa.ts.—Honxc Koxc.—The only arrivals during the fortnight have 
been the Spirit of the Sea with 750 tons for consumers, and the Europe 
with 653 tons patent fuel for the Messageries Imperiales. Market price : 
English $13.50, Welsh $14, and Australian $8.75 to $9. 

SHANGHAI.—The Coal market has remained very inactive. There have 
been no arrivals of Cardiff, North Wales, and English coals, and quotations 
for these kinds are therefore quite nominal. American Anthracites have 
been sold at taels 12 to 11.5 per ton for cargo and part cargo from go- 
down, and the small stock remaining godown is held for better rates. Aus- 
tralian coals are worth taels 8.7.5 per ton, at which price the arrivals had 
been sold to arrive. Japan coals sell slowly at taels 6 per ton. The arrivals 
since the 2Ist have been 2.216 tons Japan, 120 tons Anthracite, and 735 
tons Australian ; in all 3.071 tons. The quotations are :-— English, taels 
11 to 12 perton; Cardiff, 121013; Welsh, 11 to 12; American Aathra 
cite, 11.5; Sydney, 8 .7.5; Japan, 6; Formosa, 5. 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 
HONG KONG REPORT. 

The only arrival from London during the fortnight has been the Black 
Prince, and as we go to press the Belted Will is reported outside. The 
steamer Agamemnon, about which some apprehension had begun to be 
felt, was heard from at Singapore by the arrival of the last mail steamer. 
Having met with an accident to her machinery at Mauritius, which was 
repaired, she was leaving Singapore when she came into collision 
with the Mona, and was so seriously damaged that she was obliged 
to return to Singapore for repairs. Grey Shirtings : A  con- 
siderable quantity of 8.4 were forced upon the market by a weak 
holder in the early part of the fortnight, and for which only $3.474 
was obtained, but holders have shown little disposition to part with 
their goods upon such unfavourable terms. The transactions embrace 
19,950 pieces, say 15,500 pieces 8.4 at $3.474 to $3 55, and 4,450 pieces 
7b. at $3.05 to $3.12). White Shirtings: Sales have been of a very 
limited nature, there being scarcely any demand. They include 4,300 
pieces, 54 to 68 reed at $2.95 to $3.80, and higher reeds at $4.90 to 
to $5.60. Tea-Cloths have been in moderate demand and prices are a 
shade better, some 7 Ibs. having found buyers as high as $3.10. Tran- 
sactions embrace 7,39‘) pieces, 7 lbs. at $2.75 to $3.10, 8 Ibs. at $3.55 to 
$4.10. Fancy Cottons of all descriptions have been quite neglected and in 
only small demand. Turkey Reds have met with most attention, but prices 
are without material change. Sales embrace 2,050 pieces Turkey Reds 
at $4., 800 pieces White Spots at $4.10, 430 pieces White Brocades at 
$4.15, and 4,200 doz. Handkerchiefs at 95c. to $1.25. Woollens: A 
very moderate business has been in progress, the sales reported being 
Meagre and in most instances at last quotations. Transactions embrace 
366 pieces Spanish Stripes at 80c., 820 pieces S.S. Camlets at $19.50, 
400 pieces Lastings at $17 to $18.50. American Goods: Drills have met 
with some notice during the fortnight, end 850 pieces were placed at 
$5.5 to $6.5. Cotton Yarn: The market has been very active. 
This has been induced to some extent by the small quantity on hand, 
and the probable delay in the arrival of the large quantity coming for- 
ward by the Agamemnon. The demand has chiefly been confined to 
16.24, but latterly the higher counts would seem to be coming more in 
favour, and as high as $210 has been paid for 38.42; sales include 
950 bales in all, say 388 bales 16.24 at $170 to $180, 245 bales 
28.32 at $180 to $185, and 319 bales 38.42 at €195 to $210. Metals: 
Iron shows a slight advance, especially for nail rod, sales embrace 4,200 
piculs at $3.30 to $3.40, 420 piculs hoop iron at $3.75, 100 pigs lead 
at $6.30, and 600 boxes tin plates at $7 to $7.85 per box, the latter 
are inquired for at high prices.

THE LABUAN COAL COMPANY. 

The following appeared in The Times of this morning. Mr. Price, 
the range ae director, is now on his way out to complete arrangements 
for the full development of the works: — 

“The following extracts of a report from the acting Governor of La- 
buan to the Colonial-office, with regard to the operations of the China 
Steamship and Labuan Coal Company, would seem to indicate that not- 
withstanding the many years hitherto experienced of waste and failure, 
nothing but continued mismanagement can stand in the way of ultimate 
success. If coal equal to English, and which, according to statements 
Jatety put forth, can be raised at Labuan at 6s. per ton, is to be offered in 
vain in the midst of all the existing steam traffic of the China seas, where. 
in the face of heavy freights the inferior Australian supplies have for 
years found a market, it would be desirable that a searching investigation 
should be instituted for an explanation of the anomaly, particularly as the 
creation and maintenance of the colony was recommended almost solely on 
the plea of its mineral resources. 

“Extracts from report, dated the 2nd of February, 1857, of the Acting 
Governor of Labuan to the Colonial Office :— 

‘*‘] visited the mines on the 3lst ult., and not having been there pre- 
vionsly for several months, | was much impressed by the state in which I 
found them, and the great improvement in the condition of all the works. 
The 40 fathom pitjis in excellent order, and coals are constantly raised 
from it. The new fit, which has an internal diameter of 11 feet 6 inches, 
has been sunk to the depth of 38 fathoms, without meeting with any un- 
foreseen difficulties, and is well secured. A stationary engine has been 
erected, a new tramway made, aud the jungle cleared into the next valley 
to the westward beyond the present pits. In this valley four veins of coal 
are exposed on the surface, and will be cut through at right angles 
by the tramway, so that they can be worked from it by self-drain- 
ing levels. The land to the westward, in the direction taken 
by these veins, rises to an elevation of about 2U0 feet, and 

manager believes that the veins of coal rise with it, 

so that a large quantity of the mineral is expected to be procured above 
the sea leael. Coal found under these circumstances can be worked by the 
eae coolies in the company’s employment, who fear to go into the 
pits. Though the tramway at present extends only between 400 and 500 
yards beyond the old line of rails to the face of the first vein, I am 
told that it could be carried through the remaining 120 to the 
fourth vein in three months, at an outlay of less than $2,000. 
From there veins and the other places now upen I was informed by the 
manager that he could produce with the labour at present at his com- 
mand 2000 tons of coal per month, if he had the funds necessary to re- 
store confidence. I was assured that the total amount of expenditure 
in Labuan for the last six months of 1866 was $27,796, including the sala- 
Ties of the manager and all the Europeans except that of the surgeon, and 
some small expenses for stores from Singapore. Of this amount more than 
one half was represented to me as having been laid out on new works, such 
as the tramway above referred to, the new pit, the erection of a steam saw- 
mill, and other items which ought to be put down to the debit of capital, 
and not to the working expenditure of the mines. The quantity of coal 
raised during the same period, after deducting 1,233 tons of waste 
(from which oil is expected to be manufactured), was 5,267 tons, 
of the value at $5 per ton of $28,183. 5[t would therefore appear 

that the mines are now self-supporting, or very nearly so, and the 
manager declares that if the value of the coal sold were sent to him 

he would not require tc draw on the company at all. Though 
the directors of the company were aware of the stoppage of their agents 
in Singepore, no intimation of remittances accompanied these instructions, 
and, from what has been staled above, it would seem that the expenditure 
for some time past has been within the assigned limits. The two steamers 
which the company have been lately running from Singapore to Amoy in 
China, in correspondence with the French mail, and calling at Labuan 

and Manila, are said to be paying well. A large portion of the coals 

raised from the mines has been consumed by them. The mines are now 

supplied with abundance of all kinds of plant necessary for working them, 

including the apparatus for; distilling oil from the waste coal, The, Euro- 
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peans are almost all of them well conducted and efficient men, and the 
coolies are acclimatized.”

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 


A useful and well compiled table has just been issued by Mr. F. M. 
Page. It contains a record of the prices of bullion, &c., in London, with 
corresponding rates in Shanghai and Hong Kong by the return mails, 
during the year 1866. The total of the bullion shipped to China and the 
Straits of Malacca during the past year was £1,104,478. 

The report of the Land Mortgage Bank of India recommends a divi- 
dend of 14 per ceat., making, with the 2) per cent. paid in April. 1866, 4 
per cent. for the year. This will absorb £5,833, and leave £7,008 to be 
carried forward. Although the company have suffered less severely than 
many others from the disasters of the period, the ruinous reaction in the 
value of property at Bombay may possibly entail a loss of £59,400, and in 
view of that contingency £6,000 of the present balance is to be carried to 
a special reserve. 

Circulars were issued to their customers by the banking firm of Messrs. 
Bosanquet and Co., of Lombard-street, announcing their intended amal- 
gamation with Mesers. Stevenson, Salt, and Co., of Lombard-treet, on the 
Ist of June. 

The Lords of the Admiralty have informed the Chamber of Commerce 
that they have selected Plymouth as the port at which it will be expedient 
to land the mails from the West Indies. The arrangement for despatching 
the mails from Southampton will not be disturbed. 

The second annual report of the Bankers’ Guarantee and Trust Fund 
states that 585 new policies have been issued, representing subscriptions to 
the amount of £5,587, while the claims, two in number, have amounted 
to £666. The sum invested is £8,722, and the reserve fund amounts 
to £6,851. 

Owing to the prospect of war on the Continent some business has 
taken place at Lloyd’s in war risks, chiefly upon French and Prussian ves- 
sels, but there were also a few transactions as regards neutral ships. The 
rates charged to cover the risk of capture and seizure ranged from 5s. to 
20s. per cent., according to the date of sailing and the length of voyage.

Ook RELATIONS WITH JAPAN YROM THE SEXETER-HALL Pornt oF 
Virew.—A recent article in Blackwood has the following amusing para- 
graph :—The direct results to Japan of contact with Western civilisation 
up to this point, in addition to those of a more indirect nature upon their 
national character which we have enumerated, have been rice-riots, in con- 
sequence of the distress among the poorer classes caused by financial dis- 
turbance; the partial ruin of a large portion of the population of Yedo, 
consequent upon the withdrawal of the Daimios; the bombardment of 
two cities; the uller demoralisation, commercial and social, in many ways 
not necessary to particularise, of the native ag eg ae of Nagasaki and 
Yokohama ; the creation of a civil war which has lasted nearly two years, 
and caused infinite misery throughout the ow ; the disappearance 
by death of three Shiogoons, either prematurely or by violence ; the as- 
gastinalion of a regent, and the self-immolation of several of the most 
eminent and highly esteemed princes inthe country. And seeing that our 
own pclitical and social system can only be regarded as a gigantic failure, 
as compared with the Japanese, if, in the words of the American constitu- 
tion, ‘the pursuit of happiness” be the test of succers, it would be as 
well for our national vanity if we estimated our civilisation at ifs true 
value, and admitted that it is ten thousand times more powerful for evil than 
it is for good, and that perhaps the most futal defect in it is, that it seeks to 
varnish over its inherent rottenness with a religious gloss which it calls 
Christianity, but which as practised by those who protessit bears no resem- 
blance to that religion, so that Japanese who are instructed for the first time in 
the actual moral code laid down by Christ are penetrated with amazement. 


the lighter and easier task of growing tobacco, cotton, and coffee. Now, 
nothing could give us greater pleasure than to note progress in the cultiva- 
tion of the three staple articles of produce we have just mentiuned, but 
we agree with our correspondent in thinking that this need not necessarily 
involve a falling off in the yield of sugar, were it not that suitable labour 
is every day becoming scarcer and dearer. However, under existing ctr 
cumstances, since the entire emancipation of the servile population is onty 
a question of time, this result is inevitable, and it becomes a matter of 
serious import to inquire whether service df a voluntary character cannot 
be secured as a substitute for that hitherto obtained by the compelled 
exertions of the blacks. Work ona sugar plantation is quite unfitted for 
Europeans; ard if the produce of this commodity is to remain one of the 
specialities of Brazilian industry, Chinese or other coolies must be intro- 
duced, as has been the case, and with great advantage, in Mauritius, Ha- 
vannah, and other places. The subject is one worthy at least of the early 
consideration of the Imperial Government, or of those of the provinces 
more particularly affected. Many objections have been urged against 
coolie immigration, and it has even been described as virtually an Asiatic 
slave trade ; but we presume it would be possible to protect the interests 
of the coolies by the enforcement and operation of just and humane laws, 
in harmony with the spirit and effect of the liberal and enlightened con~ 
stitution of the country. Our correspondent assures us that whilst in 
China he had ample opportunity of becoming acquainted with all partiea- 
lars connected with the coolie trade, and having conversed with the 
Brazilian Coneul in Singapore on this topic, the Jatter concurred with 
him in believing that Asiatic labour would be successful and profitable in 
the Brazils. The suggestion, we repeat, deserves some attention from 
those more immediately interested, and we leave it with them, if they see 
fit, to take practical action in this direction. 

THE Bisnop oF VicToria on RitvaisM.—In the course of the 
farewell sermon preached tu his congregation at Trinity Church, Islington, 
Dr. Al‘*d,,the -<w Bishop of Victoria, Hong Kong, spoke in these terms :

San Francisco AND Cuina.—The British ship Reindeer, 964 tons, 
from China, was promptly chartered upon arrival, to load wheat for 
Liverpuol at £3 108. The Alice Ball, 898 tons, has been taken to load 
wheat for Liverpool at £3 5s. The ship Winged Arrow has been chartered 
for Liverpool, to load wheat upon terms withheld. The British ship 
Co: dillera had a return charter secured prior to her arrival from Liver- 
pool, but the contract time having expired, she has been re-chartered to 
earry wheat for England, upon terms reserved. The ship Riva/, 988 tons, 
has a home charter for guano at Baker’s Island, thence to Cork for orders, 
at £4 if to the Continent, and £3 17s. 6d. if to the United Kingdom. 
The barque Buena Vista, 864 tons, succeeds the Emma Augusta for 
Hong kong, she having been chartered for the round sum of $10,0U0, and 
is now taking in wheat and flour for China at the rate of $10 per ton ; this 
is $2 per ton more than was charged by the steamship Colorado, and is 
said to be the highest yet paid for Hong Kong. This is the result of the 
late market news received trom China per Retxdeer. The American barque 
Videtie, recently from New South Wales, is reported chartered for Hong 
‘Kong upon terms reserved. It is said that freight contracts for Hong 
Kong, per the Colorado (s), on her April trip, have been already made at 
the unparalleled rate of $12 per ton. On her first trip but $8 was charged. 
It is said that she will carry considerable flour and wheat. 

Cuinesé Coouig LaBourk ror Brazit.—A correspondent who has 
had lengthened experience of Brazil, and has recently visited China, 
Manila, Batavia, Java, Singapore, and Rangoon, has addressed an in- 
teresting Communication to us recommending the introduction of coolie 
Jebour in the place of slave labour in the sugar-producing provinces of the 
empire. He points out the incontestable fact that, owing to the annual 
decrease in the number of slaves, the sugar crop in Buhia is decidedly on 
the decline, proprietors finding it more profitable to devote themselves to 
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their teaching, it is because there is no light in them? But look at the 
matter in another point of view. Is it to be supposed that Englishmen 
will long suffer in their National Church, which ought to be the “ pillar 
and ground of the truth,” two systems of Ritual worship ard doctrinal 
teaching antagonistic the one to the other? If the one be right, the other 
must be wfong ; and it is to libel the good sense of our countrymen to 
suppose that the spectacle of a Church divided upon the very e:sentials of 
our common Christianity can Jong retain her hold upon the affections and 
respect of the people. Shall we, then, renounce the Reformation? Shall 
we, as some unfaithful pseudo-Churchmen have affirmed, pronounce the 
Reformation a “ grand mistake?”

Instead of the two sacraments or- 
dained of Christ our Lord, shall we speak of some two or three more, or of 
Rome's seven? Instead of “ duly” using the Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper, shall it be carried about to be gazed upon? Shall the substance 
of the bread and wine be said to be *‘ changed,” and then reverenced, lifted 
up, and worshipped? My dear brethren—and I speak now to the faithful 

laity of our Church—there is need that we utter no uncertain sound upon 
these points; it is needful ‘“ that we exhort vou to contend earnestly for the 
faith once delivered to the saints.” The future of our beloved Church— 
and I address those who use her services loyally, and believe her Thirty-

But the steps thus taken by our naval 
authorities have been, even at this early period, apparently forestalled by 
foreign Powers, inasmuch as while we have only just laid down the keels 
of a few of these vesscls, and are considering the tenders for others, a com- 
ey twin-screw gun vessel of very moderate tonnage, of great speed, 
ight draught of water, and formidable offensive powers, was on Thursday 
launched for a foreign Government from the banks of the Thames, and was 
put through the ordeal of a trial of her machinery in a run of several hours 
down the Thames and over the course of the measured mile in Long 
(Reach. This veasel, the Eugenie, as she has be: 1 named, was designed 
end constructed in both hull and engines by Messrs. J. and W. Dudgeon, 
of the Sun Iron and Engineering Works and Cubitt Town Shipbuilding 
Yard, Millwall, a firm to whose unaided exertions and egterprise the 
country owes the introduction of the twin-screw principle of propulsion 
into the Royal Navy. The Eugenie bas a tonnage of 315, builders’ 
measurement, with an extreme breadth of 22 feet and a moulded 
depth of 10 feet. Her draught of water, with crew stores, arma- 
qment, and everything on board, will be 7 ft. 6 in. On Thursday she 
was launched at high water, with steam up, yards crossed, and all 
sails bent, guns on board, and, in fact, complete for sea in all 
respects, with the exception of ordinary sea stores and ammunition. Her 
guns on board consisted of one 70-pounder rifle muzzle-loader, one 40- 
pounder breech-loaders and two 20-pounder breech-loaders. As the 
Eugenie is a vessel of exceptional form of construction, possessing many 
features of special interest, it may be as well to say a few words on her 
hull and machinery. She has a frame of angle, the Jatter extending from 
the bi'ge to the upper stringer, and forming squares of about eight feet 
apart. The upper deck has also tie plates of similar strength. The iron 
frame is completed with the usual centre and floor plates and iron of 33 
dn. by 3 in., with diagonal tie straps 6 in. by 6.8ths, wrought iron deck 
beams, and has five water-tight bulk-heads. The stem and sternpost are 
Duilt up of wood, and the entire hull is sheathed with two thicknesses of 
teak of 23 in. and 2 in. thickness. Her machinery consists of two pairs of 
direct-acting inclined cylinder engines of 30-horse power, nominal, each. 
The cylinders stand at an inclination of 35 deg., almost touching each 
Other at the top, and the space between them below is occupied by the 
condenser and hot well, which also forms part of the framing of the en- 
gines.” The cylinders have a diameter of 25} in., anda length of stroke 
of 14 in. The screw shafting is carried out under each quarter in two 
brass tubes, each of these brass tubes being enclosed in other tubes which 
ate built out as parts of the iron frame of the ship. Both are finally en- 
closed in an outer wooden tube on the plan patented by the Messrs, 
Dudgeon. The shafting carries two three-bladed screws, each 
having a diameter of 5 ft. 10 in., and a pitch of 9 ft. 6 in. The 
hull of the vessel has been constructed with every care, and all the 
work is of a very superior character. The machinery lies in a very small 
space, and is a beautiful specimen of engineering work. Downton’s pumps 
and fire engines, by Messrs. Blundell, the successors of Mr. J. Downton, 
are fitted on board, and were tested with very satisfactory results during the 
run down the river. The Eugenie was launched at high water, steam being 
up in her boilers at the time. On the stocks she looked very handsome, 
‘with a large flat midship section and fine bow and stern lines, but afloat 
she looked still better. In half an hour after she had been launched she 
‘was steaming down the river for her trial, passing Blackwall at 2.30 P.m., 
the engines making 130 revolutions and working almost noiselessly. There 
was no sign of heated bearings nor trouble of any kind whatever with the 
aachinery throughout the day, the engines going through their work, from 
the start to the finish, with the most perfect smoothness and freedom. In 
Long Reach the Kugenie was given two runs over the Admiralty 
measured mile to ascertain her exact speed, the time being most carefuliy 
tr:ken, and against rather than for the ship. These gave the following very 
satisfactory results >Firet run, with the tide.—Time, 4 min. 30 sec. ; 
ship’s speed,.13.330 knots; engine’s revolutions, 146; steam pressure, 
25 lb. ; vacuum, 25 inches. Second run, against the tide.— Time, 7 min. 
10 sec. ; ship’s speed, 8372 knots; engine’s revolutions, 145; steam 
pressure, 25 lb. ; vacuum, 25 inches; mean speed of the ship, 10-851 knots. 
This rate of speed, by a vessel of 315 tons, having a propelling power of 
only 60-horse, has never yct been equalled by any gun vessel of simailar 
tonnage and power afloat. After the runs over the measured mile had 
ay concluded the Eugenie steamed up the river again for moorings off 
illwall. 

Tue BLUECOAT-BOYS. AND THE JAPANESK.—On the 22nd inst., in 
continuance of a long-established custom, the scholars of Christ’s Hospital, 
740 in number, walked in procession to the Mansion- house, and were pre- 
sented each with a new coin of the realm by the Lord Mayor, the Grecians 
receiving one guinea, the probationary Grecians half-a-guinea, monitors 
s., and scholars 1s. each. Each scholar was also regaled with wine and 
buns. As usual there was a large company assembled at the Egyptian 
Hall and in the vestibule to witness the ceremony. Perhaps the most 
interested, as well as interesting, spectators were the Japanese who are at 
present in London. The Lord Mayor had invited them to lunch, and 
e@ome amusement was caused by their un- English preference of rice, jellies, 
and salads, which they mixed together, to the more substantial food sup- 
plied. When the Bluecoat-boys commenced passing along the Italian 
corridor in procession the Japanese expressed astonishment at seeing so 
many boys all similarly attired; at the same time it was amusing to watch 
abe countenances of the Bluecoat-boys, on the one hand attracted by the 
Lord Mayor and the Lady Mayoress, on the other by the strange-looking 
foreigners. At the termination of the procession Mr. Price, the gentle- 
man who brought the Japanese to England, addressed the Lord Mayor on 
their behalf, and thanked him for bis kind hospitality, and for affording the 
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Japanese the opportunity of seeing so interesting a ceremony ; at the same 
time he begged to invite his Lordship and the Lady Mayoress to a ial 
performance at the Floral Hall, on Friday next. Five hundred boys from 
the Blugcoat-school were also invited. The Japanese left apparently much 
pleased with their visit to the Mansion-house. 


BaNK OF FlixpusTan v. SsrtH.— This was an action upon a guarantee 
which was given in the course of the amalgamation of the Bank of Hin- 
dustan and the Imperial Bank of China, and the document was in these 
terms :—“* We hereby severally acknowledge ourselves responsible to the 
Bank of Hindustan for £2,676, advanced as compensation to the non- 
elected directors of the Bank of China, India, and Japan (Limited).” 
This was signed by the defendant and a number of other gentlemen. |The 
parties were under the impression that each gentleman siyning was to be 
liable for his proportionate share only, instead of each one being liable for 
the whole amount, and when two of the gentlemen paid their proportion 
their names were struck out. At the trial before the Lord Chief Justice 
the verdict was for the defendant, upon a plea that the document had been 
improperly altered by striking out their names whilst it was in the plaintiff’s 
custody. Mr. J. Browne now moved for arule to enter a verdict for the 
plaintiff, and contended that, under the circumstances, the defence was not 
avalid one. Rule granted. 

Cocutn Cu1na.—Some time ago the shipowners and merchants of 
Bordeaux petitioned the French Government to allow all sorts of goods, 
except sugar, coffee, and cocoa, to be imported into France from Cochin 
China without paying duty, as is done for the products of other French 
colonies. lt was represented that such a measure would be most useful to 
commerce and shipping, and would promote the prosperity of the colony. 
The Minister of Finance has just refused the prayer of the petition, for 
the reason that, if it were accorded, goods would be carried from British 
India and Dutch India to Saigon, and {would be despatched thenee as 
products of Cochin China, whereby the revenue would suffer. This 
decision is regarded at Bordeaux as unwise and illiberal, and hopes are en- 
tertained that the Minister of Finance, M. Rouher, will reconsider it. 


The Annual China Breakfast given by the Wesleyans was celebrated on 
the 27th inst., about 700 persons being present. Mr. Preston, from 
China, addressed the meeting, and gave a pleasing account of his progress 
at Canton, &c. Mr. Roberts, the American missionary, who dates back 
some thirty years of China experience, including a residence at Nanking 
with the rebels, also addressed the meeting. Letters were received from 
Mr. Piercy, Mr. Hill, and Dr. Porter Smith.

Tue SpanisH DiFFIcuLTY.— The Times has the following on this arti- 
cle :—Now that a first instalment of redress has been obtained, we may 
feel sanguine as to the final adjustment of our differences with the Spanish 
Government. Nothing but the continued imprisonment of Macpherson 
stands in the way of our accepting a reference ito arbitration if it should 
be proposed by (ieneral Calonge. It would not surprise us to learn in 
the course of a few days that, by an act of pure grace and favour on the 
part of the Queen, Macpherson has been set at liberty; and the dispute 
would then resolve itself into a claim of pecuniary indemnity. In_ esti- 
mating the wrongs which our countrymen have sustained we must not for- 
get one consideration, which, though not flattering to Spanish pride, may 
fairly be pleadad in mitigation of damagea. Of all Spanish institutions, 
those which concern the administration of justice are, perhaps, the most 
defective. A recent traveller, whose tastimnony is in other respects very 
favourable to the alleged revival of Spuin, comments emphatically on the 
gross abuses of Spanish law. ‘* Prisoners are often ordained a most un- 
reasonable time before they are tried, while caprice, bribes, and the pro- 
tection of the powerful have still far too much influence upon the lot of 
the eriminal.” While our right to insist upon common justice for Britith 
subjects is beyond question, we are not bound to interpret practices of 
which native Spaniards are often the victims as deliberate insults to this 
country. 

Tue Chinese silkworm is perfectly acclimatised in Austria, and is now 
in its fourth generation there, as in France. Last year, M. de Bretton 
got 4,000 cocoons of this species, which yielded rearly 300,000 eggs. 
This year he is organising, with the assistance of the Austrian Government, 
three large silk-producing establishments in Moravia and in Slavonia. The 
silk hitherto obtained has proved to be of excellent quality, and is exhibited 
atthe Paris Exhibition.

THE MAIL COMMUNICATION TO THE FAR EAST. 


WE have received from Messrs. MATHESON and Co. a copy of 
the reply from the Treasury to the memorial signed by the 
bankers and merchants engaged in the trade with China, Japan, 
the Straits Settlements, Ceylon, &c., which will: be found below. 
The reply is decidedly unsatisfactory, and the stereotyped argu- 
ment about “ guardians of the public purse” is produced as 
conclusive proof why the English mail service should continue 
to be beaten by the French line. We consider this a most im- 
proper conclusion for Government to arrive at so long as the 
postal service shows a large profit. Admitting that the China 
postal contract requires an outlay for its support, we are 
decidedly of opinion that it should be maintained at least as 
efficiently as the French service, and if the Government do not 
see this and are disposed to allow “strictly economical princi- 
ples” to override one of our greatest sources of com- 
mercial success, we hope their reign will be speedily 
brought to an end. The CHaNceLLor of the Excarquer, 
at least, should know how much the commercial prosperity 
of this country is owing to our well-appointed lines of postal 
steamers, and his word should go forth that no cheese-paring 
policy can be permitted in this quarter. We do not, however, 
consider the matter as settled, on the contrary, we believe that 
before the time of finally closing the new contract in Septem- 
ber, further evidence will be forthcoming to prove that the best 
means of working the postal service to Ceylon, and all parts 
beyond, is by a service from Suez to Hong Kong, as pointed 
out in the memorial. The concluding portion of the Treasury 
letter that “it is satisfactory to remember that, owing to the 
“ establishment of telegraphic communication over a large part 
*F of the road to China and Japan, great speed in packet com- 
“ munication has become less important,” is a perfect specimen 
of official pleasantry. The following is the letter alluded to:— 

Treasury Chambers, April 20, 1867. 

GENTLEMEN,—I am directed by the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury to acquaint you, in reply to the memorial dated 8th 
ultimo, signed by you and other merchants trading with China, Japan, 
&c., in which you pray for improved mail communication with China, that 
in two respects your wishes have veen anticipated, inasmuch us the forms 
of tender lately issued for the service, to which your memorial refers, admit 
of the service being contracted for in separate parts, and omit to call at 
Malta in the route between Mareeilles and Alexandria. 

With regard to the comparison which is drawn between the French 
and the English packet services to China, &c., my Lords have to 
remark that the delays to which you object will be in future somewhat 
reduced, probably by the withdrawal of the branch packet between Point 
de Galle and Calcutta, but that the ramified system to which you rightly 
attribute much of the delay is at present essential to any plan for convey- 
ing the mails at a moderate cost. Even before the alteration by which 
almost all the Indian mails are sent to Bombay took place, the cost of the 
China service was far from self-supporting, and now it is yet further from 
that point ; and as it has been decided to release the Indian Government 
from much of the share of the loss which they have hitherto borne, the 
burden on the Imperial Exchequer may probably be increased. 

: Under these circumstances my Lords do not consider they would be jus- 
tified as guardians of the public purse in doing more than has already been 
determined on, but it is satisfactory to remember that owing to the estab- 
lishment of telegraphic communication over a large part of the road to

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THE CEYLON EXPORT DUTY ON COFFEE. 

THE impolicy of an export on the produce of any country 
which has been urged by all leading political economists, and 
been generally accepted as a principle in European legislation, 
has by no means been fully acted on in India and certain of our 
colonies. Such imposts constitute nothing less than premiums 
on the produce of competing countries. The high rates com- 
manded by Ceylon coffee—rates affected to a very slight extent 
by the general depression that has prevailed in the money and 
produce markets, with the large and contiouous demand for the 
varieties of the article by home and continental dealers, renders 
an export tax on its coffee less prejudicial to the interests of the 
colony than could be asserted of any other production of any 
country not possessing an absolute monopoly. It is not there- 
fore from a competitive point of view that the impost can be 
best resisted, but by reference to the special grounds out of 
which it has arisen. The agitation of the Planters’ Association 
of Ceylon for the abolition of the export duty on the staple 
produce of the island, though not supported, we regret to say, 
by our colonial contemporaries, merits the amplest support, if 
only for the reason that the occasion out of which the tax arose, 
the apprehended inability of the Colonial Treasury to fulfil 
without inconvenient pressure on its resources the obligation 
to guarantee the interest of the debt incurred in the construction 
of the Ceylon Railway, has not arisen. We find that the returns 
from the railway for 1867 will be double the amount that had 
been calculated, and although the cost of construction and 
supply of rolling stock has considerably exceeded the estimated 
amount, the excess of revenue over expenditure, the sums raised 
on debentures and the profits on the railway—profits estimated 
for the present year at £65,000—fully relieve the planters from 
the cundition of their offer to be taxed, which was to meet so 
much of the required guarantee as the Government was unable 
to provide. As the accumulations of the export duty reach 
no less than £455,000, the planters have already contributed 
far more than they were bound to do; and it is only fair that 
on the railway being opened to Kandy they should be entirely 
relieved from the export duty on their staple produce. Were 
the impost swept away to-morrow, there would be yet sufficient 
means on hand to provide the sinking debt. It is only with 
the view of further extending railway accommodation that the 
Government which required that its own guarantee should be 
guaranteed can urge the retention of the tax, but seeing that 
the impost was voluntarily assumed, that its object has been 
completely answered, that expectations of traffic, and of the in- 
crease of the colonial revenue from accustomed sources has been 
far exceeded, and that the whole cost of the railway were 
the export tax on coffee abolished could be defrayed in 
fifteen years, constitute unanswerable arguments for compliance 
with the requirements of the Planters’ Association. It is not 
as though they alone received the benefit of the railway. All 
interests in the islands have been promoted, and its industrial 
fortunes placed on a more stable basis than ever. The accumu- 
lating surplus balances of the Treasury, recuperated by an im- 
port trade amounting in value to three and a half millions of 
pounds sterling per annum, not to speak of the extraordinary 
resources afforded by the Crown lands, afford sufficient means 
for contemplated extensions. A point that should weigh with 
the Colonial Government in granting the memorial that has 
been forwarded, is the singularly unjust incidence of the tax 
for a large number of coffee growers who escape the effect of the 
impost altogether, merely selling the berry to the exporters. 
The local iufluences operating against coffee cultivation in Cey- 
lon have been sufficiently depressing without the additional 
effect of a sum levied for a purpose for which it is not required, 
and pressing on the fortunes of those whose with prosperity the 
well being of the whole colony is identified. We allow that it was 
essential that the railway should have been constructed, and 
this boon would have compensated for far greater sacrifices, but 
this is no reason in view of actual results that an unnecessary 
burden should be continued. It is not as though the Ceylon 
planters and estate agents were making fortunes of fabulous 
amounts. There exists the necessity for the greaiest economy 
in the cultivation of estates to render them remunerative ; and 
the aid which the abolition of the existing impost on coffee 
would afford may be considered as essential in giving an im- 
petus to further enterprise. Some indescribable charm appears 
to hang over the surplus balances, in respect to which Ceylon 
holds so exceptional a position ; but if practical considerations 
are allowed to rule the interests of the planters it will not be 
sacrificed to any abstract considerations connected with large 
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available means. Past experience, indeed, has shown that these 
accumulations merely whet the appetite of the Colonial Office 
for their appropriation to cdlonial purposes. Our own belief is 
that nothing can arrest the rapid development of Ceylon re- 
sources but unwise restrictions on her incuustry and neglect to 
carry out those works of internal improvement essential to give 
full value to those means of advancement which vature and 
providence have placed in her hands. Had the Executive of 
Ceylon at the time the guarantee was solicited and offered 
exercised more prescience as to the future of the colony and 
possessed that more enlarged though modified cdntrol over the 
surplus balances which has since been accorded, that supple- 
mental guarantee would never have been demanded. Seeing 
that nearly half a million of pounds sterling has been realised 
from this source, not a vestige of excuse remains for the per- 
petuation of the im post. 


THE GROWTH OF TEA IN ASSAM. 

A deputation of gentlemen interested in the Assam tea dis- 
tricts waited on the Governor-General of India to get some 
relaxation of the rules for coolies. The seven causes assigned 
for the ruin in Assam are these :— 


“1. The abuse of limited fiability principle, which established gardens 
in t numbers and on a much larger scale than could possibly be pro- 
pe y supplied with adequate labour. This led to the partial or total 
neglect of gardens that had previously been fully established and in good 
working order, but which deteriorated quickly into jungle from want of 
care, The rapidity and certainty with which this occurs in a tropical 
country where the rainfall is great can only be fully realised by being seen. 

“2. The greatly enhanced expense in procuring labourers from Bengal. 

By a inferior quality and consequent mortality of the labourers 
supplied. 

“4. The loss in many cases of having to supply rice at a rupee a 
Mmaund, when it was at famine prices in the district. 

+5. The depreciation of the quality of the tea shipped from Assam, and 
the consequent fall in the price in England. This is attributed, by those 
best acquainted with the subject, to the inexperience of the local managers, 
ieee the too rapid extension of tea concerns in Assam unavoidably in- 
duced. 

“6. Deficient capital among the promotors and owners of many of the 
tea concerns. 

“7. The money panic in Engiand in 1866 created a difficulty in pro- 
curing money, and produced a crisis int::e affairs of some companies that 
otherwise might have been tided over.” 


DECLINE OF AMERICAN SHIPPING. 

On the subject of American Shipping, a celebrated ship. 
builder states that, in comparing the present bad state of the 
trade with that previous to the war, first-class ships could be 
built and equipped ready for sea for from $65 to $70 per ton, 
whereas the cost for the same would now be $110 per ton, the 
difference arising from the increased prices of material and 
enhanced taxation. The following statistics show the state of 
the shipbuilding and carrying trade since 1854 :— 


The year 1854-55 was the best year of active shipbuilding in the United 
States—say the fourteen months following the beginning of 1854. From 
1856, it declined somewhat during 1857, 1858, and 1859. Then it went 
up again, until 1861 it touched almost as high a point as it had in 1854- 
55. During 1862, it declined again, but not so much as it bad during 
1857, 1858, and 1859. In 1863 it recovered its former level once more, 
but soon afterwards sunk down much lower than it sunk in 1857 and 
1859, and now in 1866 it was almost at an end. And as a consequence, 
it appears that the trade of America ia beginning to be carried on in non- 
American vessels. Thus, there cleared in the following years—

1864 ove 8,090,948 8,741,131 
1866 a ise 8,383,176 as 4,438,384 
—which shows that the native tonnage has fallen off by a half, while the 
foreign bas augmented by almost two-thirds. The immense decline was, 
first, owing to the war, and shows, by way of warning to our shipowners, 
what an effect the mere fact of a war, even with a country which never 
had six cruisers afloat, produces on the employment of shipping. Much 
American shipping wss sold to foreigners, and the rest died out, and wa, 

not replaced. 


CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND CHINA. 

The thirteenth ordinary meeting of this company was held 
on the 17th inst., at the London Tavern ; Mr. T. A. MitcHE LL, 
MP., in the chair.

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state that during 1866 no less than twenty-one banks connected with India 
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‘and the East had either suspended payment or were in the course of liqui- 


dation, and the paid-up capital of these banks amounted to no less thas 
£13,000,000. oking upon the severity of the crisis, he thought 
that the directors had a right to congratulate them on being able to assure 
them that their capital was positively intact. They had had no doubt 
heavy losses by bad debts, and he might remark on this point that their 
report did not give the net profit after deducting the allowance for bad 
debts, but showed on the face of it the amount of the estimated bad debts, 
a plan, he believed, adopted by no other Eastern bank. In the past three 
years their loss by bad debts had been £203,000, all of which were included 
in the present estimate, which was made as recently as three weeks ago, 
when the bad-debts account was last revised. The result of the suspen- 
sion of 21 banks connected with the East had been to reduce competition 
so that the remaining banks could make a better thing of it. He con- 
sidered that the financial crisis in the East was really at an end; all the 
new transactions were proper legitimate business, and the manager of the 
bank. was of opinion that their prospects were never more favourable than 
now. In conjunction with their neighbours, the leading banks connected 
with the East, they had taken the opportunity to reduce the usance on 
bills of exchange in the East from six months after sight to four months, 
and that reduction of credit had been generally adopted in India, but not 
to the same extent in China. As to the low quotations of their shares, 
the directors had no power to help it, but they found by the register 
that the number of shares which had changed hands was very small in pro- 
portion to the whole number. He moved that the report be adopted. 

Mr. MacNauGHTON seconded the motion. 

In reply to Mr. C. B. Sxtnner, the CHarrRMAN assured him that the 

irectors believed they had come to an accurate estimate of the bad debts, 
otherwise no dividend would have been proposed by them. 

The report was then adopted, and a dividend for the balf-year ending 
the 31st December last, at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, free of in- 
come-tax, payable on and after the 24th instant, was declared. 

Mr. T. R Mitcue.u, M.P., and Mr. Jonxzs, the retiring directors, were 
then re-elected. The auditors, Messrs. Alderman Dakin and JONATHAN 
Tuorp, were also re-elected, and a vote of thanks to the chairman and 
directors closed the proceedings. 





ORIENTAL BANK CORPORATION. 

The half-yearly meeting of the shareholders was held at the 
offices of the bank, Threadneedle-street, on the 18th inst.; Mr. 
H. G. Gorpon in the chair. 

The report, which was given in our last issue, was accompanied by a 
statement of accounts, from which it appeared that the paid-up capital of 
the bank is £1,500,000, the liabilities being £16,616,500, the reserve sur- 
plus fund £444,000, and the insurance fund £50,000. 

Tbe CuarkMan, in moving the adoption of the report, said he believed 
it must prove satisfactory to the shareholders, It was true that their returns 
had not been so great as upon some former occasions; but that was not 
to be wondered at after the great monetary crisis through which the com- 
mercial world had just passed. Ia considering that subject it should also 
be remembered that they had during the past year found it advisable to 
diminish their business, with a view to place themselves in a position 
to meet any exigency that might arise. They had, however, even under 
these circumstances, realised a large profit, and they were enabled to 
declare a good dividend, and to carry forward the handsome sum of 
about £14,000. Their prospects for the future were, he thought, 
most encouraging. Trade and confidence were reviving, and they were 
threatened with much less competition than they had for many years had to 
encounter. He believed that under all the circumstances of the case the 
present statement was the most satisfactory one which the board of 
directors had ever had to submit to the shareholders. He would briefly 
refer to the principal items in the accounts, comparing them with those 
of the year 1865, for the purpose of showing the nature of the position 
which they occupied. There was a slight diminution upon the present 
occasion in the amount of their promissory notes in circulation ; but that 
was a matter of little importance. Their bills of exchange in circulation 
had amounted in 1865 to a little over £5,000,000, and stood at presep in 
round numbers at £6,843,000; showing an increase to the extem of 
£1,561,000. The cash deposits not bearing interest had been in 1860 
£1,777,000, and were at present £2,473,000; while their cash deposits 
bearing interest showed a deficiency of £218,000. Their assets, in bullion, 
in balarces due from other banks, and in Government securities, amounted 
in round numbers to £6,600,000, against £4,000,000 at which they had 
stood during the preceding year. These figures afforded the most satisfac- 
tory evidence that the stability of the establishment bad been in no way im- 
paired by the late commercial and monetary crisis, and showed also the care 
and caution with which their operations had been conducted. They had 
twelve months ago been deprived by death or by other circumstances of the 
services of three of their directors, and that was naturally a subject of much 
regret to the remaining members ofthe board. But he believed that those 
gentlemen had been replaced by successors as earnest in the discharge of 
their duties as any men who had ever filled the same office. Before he 
concluded his observations he wished to express the high sense which he 
entertained of the services of their manager and sub-manager. Those 


j gentlemen had acquitted themselves of the trust reposed in them with 


admirable industry and judgment. One of the most successful portions 
of their business was that which they were conducting in London, and it 
was also one of a very extensive character, and yet they had not lost 
through it a single sixpence throughout the whole of the year. That fact 
alone furnished, in his opinion, the most decisive proof of the ability and 
discretion with which the duties of those gentlemen had been performed. 

Mr. ‘THOMPSON asked what was the sum which had been set aside for 
probable contingencies. 

The CHatrmawn said that in the statement of accounts ample allowance 
had been made for every loss. 

Dr. ADAM THOM, after having stated that no distinct answer had been 

iven tothe question of Mr. Thompson, proceeded to comment on what 

e characterised as the imperfect aud unsatisfactory manner in whi 
accounts were presented to the shareholders, He should be glad to see 
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the different items given more in detail, aud to find that a more indepen- 
dent system of auditing was established. ; 

The CHa1RMAN, inreplying to the observations of Dr. Thom, said that 
the accounts had been prepared in strict compliance with the terms 
of the company’s charter, and that charter could not be altered 
without some expense and trouble. But the officers of the bank would at 
all times be prepared to give the most detailed information to any share- 
bolder who might apply to them for that purpose. With regard to the 
appointment of the auditors, that was the act of the proprietors them- 
selves, and those gentlemen were not in any way the nominees of the 
directors. 

The motion for the adoption of the report was then unanimously 

d to, 

The three directors who had to retire by rotation were re-elected without 
any opposition; Mr. M‘QugEN and Mr. W. H. HuGHes were appointed 
auditors of the company for the present year. Votes of thanks were passed 
to the managers, as well as to the chairman and the directors, and the pro- 
esedings then terminated. 


THE AGRA BANK. 

A meeting of the shareholders in the Agra and Masterman’s Bank 
(Limited) took place on the 16th inst., at the London Tavern, Mr. T1u1om- 
sow in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN congratulated the shareholders on the present meeting. 
Last year had been an eventful one in the history of the bank. They had 
passed, so to speak, through the valley of the shadow of death. The 
struggle for life had been arduous and difficult, but it had been successful, 
and the greater the victory the more valuable and enduring would, he 
trusted, be the result. He might with confidence assure them that while 
the bank continued under its present management it would be conducted 
on the strictest principles of sound and prudent banking. The business of 
the bank was carried on principally in India, but it had its heaa ofiice in 
London ; they had a deposit branch in Edinburgh, and they had branches 
in Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, Kurrachee, and Lahore, and there were 
branches in China—at Hong Kong and Shanghai, and a branch at Paris 
still open in connection with the old business. But these latter the 
directors had not determined upon continuing, because, so far as they had 
ascertained, the profits resulting from them were not adequate to thie cost 
of maintainmg them. At the other establishments business would be car- 
tied on, not as heretofore, but in accordance with recognised and prudent 
banking principles. Advances would not be made upon indigo factories, 
tea gardens, growing crops, and various joint-stock enterprises, but would 
be confined to securities of the most unquestionable character, such as 
short loans and discounts on short bills, so that they might have their 
eapital at all times available. Their chief source of profit, however, was 
the exchange business, which was based on legitimate trading, was at- 
tended with but very little risk, and involved but a small amount of 
eapital as compared with the extent of the operations and the profit re- 
sulting. 

The CHarrmaAN then went on to aay that Mr. Cannan had made a claim 
for his past services, irrespective of solicitors’ charges and fees, and 
salaries paid to the clerks and officers of the bank by whom he was 
assisted, of £25,000. (Cries of ‘‘Shame.”) Liquidators were a creation 
of modern times, and they had framed for themselves a scale of charges 
which, to say the least of it, was unique and peculiar. There wasno wish 
on the part of the committee that Mr. Cannan should not be fairly, justly, 
and even liberally dealt with; but £25,000 was a larye sum for laying 
out and interring the Agra Bank, which had, to theastonishment of some 
and the disappointment of others—the liquidator perhaps included— 
opened its eyes and come to life again. He then proceeded to refer to and 
centrovert the statements in Mr. Cannan’s letters, published in the news- 
papers, and m the affidavit filed by that gentleman in the Court of Chan- 
cery ; but as he stated that those in the affidavit would be answered in 
detail by the committee in their reply, and as that reply, 80 far as it was 
given by the chairman, involved certain charges against Mr. Cannan, we 
abstain from further referring to it than to state that one of the charges was 
that Mr. Cannan had kept in hand £113,000 in Consols and hard cash to 
meet his claims for past and future services—the solicitors’ claims for past 
and future services, claims of creditors’ represcntatives, first, and dividends 
to-creditors; and that the Court of Chancery had ordered him to return 
£85,000 of that sum, and had placed a distringas upon the remainder of 
the Consols, prohibiting hia selling or parting with them without the con- 
sent of the Court.2After remarking that the resuscitation of the bank had 
restored half a million of money tothe hands of the shareholders, he con- 
cluded by moving that the report of the committee appointed on the 18th 
October, 1866, be approved and adopted, and that the general expenses, 
charges, and salaries, and establishment charges stated therein, be appor- 
tioned, three-fifths to the liquidation account, and two-fifths to the Agra 
Bank, and that all the expenses of the branches that remained closed be 
charged to the liquidation. He explained that the liquidation would pro- 
bably occupy another twelve months, and heavy expenses would necessarily 
be incurred ; it was necessary thereforethat the charge should be apportioned 
&8 proposed, which was in proportion to the respective capitals, viz., 
- £400,000 and £600,000. 

This motion was carried unanimously, after some slight discussion, as 
was also a resolution expressing grateful appreciation of Mr. Thomson's 
services, and awarding him £2,500 for his successful exertions in resusci- 
tating the bank. 

Mr. Morwanp then stated that he wished to know if the shareholders 
were prepnred to pay £5,000 upon a document which he believed to be 
invalid. In 1862 an annuity of £500 was voted to Major M‘Gregor, the 
then retiring chairman, on the motion of Mr. M‘Pherson, who succeeded 
him, and it now appeared that a bond was given bearing the initials of 
Mr. M‘Pherson, stipulating that should there be any default in the pay- 
ment of the annuity, Major M'Gregor was to receive £5,000 by way of 
penalty. Oninquiry, however, it appeared that there was no entry of this 
bond in the books of the company, and all the other members of the late 
board exeept Mr. M‘Pherson disclaimed all knowledge of it. Mr. Cannan, 
however, though warned against doing so by him (Mr. Morland), had paid 
a dividend of 5s.in the pound on this bond, and he was happy to believe 
that an action against Mr. Cannan would lie for recovering it back, counsel 
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having been consulted, and given it as their opinion that the bond was 
altogether illegal and invalid. For five years Major M'Gregor received 
the annuity, but now that the bank was no more he had no right to come 
upon the unfortunate shareholders for the £5,000, and he moved that the 
directors be required to call on Major M‘Gregor to refund the £5,000 paid 
upon an illegal document. General MAuLE Rasisay seconded the motion. 

Mr. M'‘PHERSON explained the part he had taken in the transaction, 
adding that the deed was given with the concurrence of the other directors 
in the usual manner, but it was not surprising that they had forgotten ig, 
for he himself had forgotten it when first spoken to about it. They were 
advised that to make the annuity legal it must be secured by a bond, and 
that bond was garried through by the solicitor, and with the advice of 
counsel. 

The resolution was then put, and carried by an overwhelming majority. 

The meeting was then resolved intoone of the Agra Bank (Limited), 
and the report of the directors, which has been already published, was pat 
and adopted without comment. A resolution carrying out the financial 
arrangement as to the expenscs, previously explained by the chairman, 
was also proposed and carried. 

Sir G. St. ParricK LAWRENCE moved that the remuneration of the 
directors be £1,000 for the chairman, and £300 to each of the other 
directora. 

Some objection was made to this, on the ground that as the directors 
might increase their number to seven, it being now six, it would be better 
to fix a maximum sum for the whole, and ultimately a maximum of 
£2,800, which would provide for the division as proposed in the original 
resolution, was adopted. 

A long discussion took place as to whether Mr. Tate or Mr. Galsworthy 
should be appointed auditor, and in the end the latter was eiected, on a 
show of hands, by 44 against 34. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman concluded the proceedings, which had 
extended over three hours, and at times was very excited. 


THE CESSION 


OF RUSSIAN AMERICA TO THE 
UNITED STATES. 

The New York papers of the 10th inst. publish the subjoined as a copy 
in full of the important treaty on the above subject (except so far as the 
amount of money to be paid by the United States and the exact tine 
within which the last touch of ratification is to be given), which was 
adopted by the Senate at Washington on the 9th, by a vote of thirty-ome 
yeas to two nays, Senators Fessenden and Ferry being the minority :— 

“The United States of America and his Majesty the Emperor of A 
the Russias, being desirous of strengthening, if possible, the good under- 
standing which exists between them, have for that purpose appointed as 
their plenipotentiaries the President of the United States, William HL 
Seward, Secretary of State, and his Majesty the Emperor of all the Russias, 
Mr. Edward de Stoeckl, his Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary to the United States, and the said plenipotentiaries, having ex- 
changed their full powers, which were found to be in due form, have 
agreed upon and signed the following articles :— 

“Art. 1. His Majesty the Emperor of All the Russias agrees to cede 
to the United States, by this convention, immediately upun the exchange 
of the ratifications thereof, all the territory and dominion now possessed 
by his said Majesty on the continent of America and in the adjacent 
islands, the same being contained within the geographical limits herein set 
forth, to wit :—The eastern limit is the line of demarcation between the 
Russian and the British possessions in North America, as established by 
the convention between Russia and Great Lritain of February 28 (16), 
1825, and described in articles 3rd and 4th of said convention in the fol- 
lowing terms:—Commencing from the southern-most point of the island 
called Prince of Wales Island, which point lies in the parailel of 54 deg. 
40 min. north latitude, and between the 131st and the 133rd degree of 
west longitude, meridian of Greenwich, the said line shall ascend to the 
north along the channel called Portland Channel as far as the point of 
the continent where it strikes the 56th degree of north latitude. From 
this last-mentioned point the line of demarcation shall follow the summit 
of the mountains situated parallel to the coast as far as the point of inter- 
section of the 141st degree of west longitude of the same meridan, and 
finally from the said point of intersection the said meridian line of the 
141st degree in its prolongation as far as the Frozen Ocean. With refer- 
ence to the line of demarcation laid down in the preceding article, it is 
understood—first, that the island called Prince of Wales Island shall 
belong wholly to Russia, and now, by this cession, wholly to the United 
States; second, that whenever the summit of the mountains which extend 
in a direction parallel to the coast from the 56th degree of north lati- 
tude to the point of intersection of the ld1st degree of west longitude 
shall prove to be at the distance of more than ten marine leagues from the 
ocean, the limit between the British possessions and the line of coast which 
is to belong to Russia, as abovementioned—that is to say, the limit to the 
posseasions ceded by this convention—shall be formed by a line parallel to 
the winding of the coast, and which shall never exceed the distance of ten 
marine leagues therefrom. The western limit, within which the territories 
and dominion conveyed are contained, passes through a point in Bebring’s 
Straits on the parallel of 65 deg. 80 min. north latitude, at its intersection 
by the meridian, which passes midway between the islands of Krusenstern, 
or Ignaalook, and the island of Ratmanoff, or Noonarbook, and proceeds 
due north without limitation into the same Frozen Ocean. The same 
western limit, beginning at the same initial point, proceeds thence ina 
course nearly south-west through Behring’s Straits and Behring’s Sea, so 
as to pass midway between the north-west foint of the island of St 
Lawrence and the south-east point of Cape Choukottki to the meridian of 
172 west Jongitude. Thence, from the intersection of that meridian in a 
south-westerly direction, so as to pass midway between the island of Attow 
and the copper island of the Kormanddorski couplet or group in the North 
Pacific Ocean, to the meridian of 193 deg. west longitude, so as to include 
in the territory conveyed the whole of the Aleutian Islands east of thut 
meridian. 

‘“ Art. 2. In the cession of the territory and dominion made by the pre- 


ceding article are included the right of property in all public lots and 


squares, vacant lands, and all public buildings, barracks and other edifices, 
which are not private individual property. It is, however, understood 
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and agreed that the churches which have been built in the ceded territory 
‘by the Russian Government shall remain the property of such members 
of the Greek Oriental Church resident in the territory as may choose to 
worship therein. Any Government archives, papers, and ducuments rela- 
‘tive to the territory and dominion aforesaid which may be now existing 
‘there will be left in the possession of the agent of the United States; but 
am authenticated copy of such of them as may be required will be at all 
times given by the United States to the Russian Government, or to such 
Russian officers or subjects as they may apply for. 

“Art. 3. The inhabitants of the ceded territory, according to their choice 
weserving their national allegiance, may return to Russia within three 
years ; but if they should prefer to remain in the ceded territory, they, 
with the exception of uncivilized tribes, shall be admitted to the enjoy- 
ment of all the rights, advantages, and immunities of citizens of the 
United States, and shall be maintained and protected in the free enjoy- 
ment of their liberty, property, and religion. The uncivilized tribes will 
be subject to such laws and regulations as the United States may from 
time to time adopt in regard to aboriginal tribes of that country. 

‘‘ Art. 4. His Majesty the Emperor of All the Russias shall appoint, 
witL convenient despatch, an agent or agents for the purpose of formally 
delivering to a similar agent or agents, appointed on behalf of the United 
States, the territory, dominion, property, dependencies, and appurtenances 
which are ceded as above, and for doing any other act which may be neces- 
sary in regard thereto; but the cession, with the right of immediate pos- 
session, is nevertheless to be deemed complete and absolute on the exchange 
of ratifications, without waiting for such formal delivery. 

‘“‘ Art. 5. Immediately after the exchange of the ratifications of this con- 
vention, any fortifications or military posts which may be in the ceded 
territory shall be delivered to the agent of the United States, and any 
Russian troops which may be in the territory shall be withdrawn as soon 
as may be reasonably and conveniently practicable. 

“ Art. 6. In consideration of the cession aforesaid, the United States 
agree to pay, at the Treasury at Washington, within months after 
the exchange of the ratifications of this convention, to the diplomatic re- 
presentative or other agent of his Majesty the Emperor of All the Russias, 
duly authorised to receive the same, million dollars in gold. The 
cession of territory and dominion herein made is hereby declared to be free 
and unencumbered ‘by any reservations, privileges, franchises, grants, or 

ssessions, by any associated companies, whether corporate or incorporate, 

ussian or any other, ur by any parties except merely private individual 
property-holders; and the cession hereby made conveys all the rights, 
franchises, and privileges now belonging to Russia in the said territory or 
dominion, and appurtances thereto. 

‘Art. 7. When this convention shall have been duly ratified by the 
Presicent of the United States, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, on the one part, and on the other by his Majesty the Emperor of 
All the Russias, the ratifications shall be exchanged at Washington within 
from the date hercof, or sooner, if possible. In faith whereof the 


respective plenipotentiaries have signed this convention, and thereto affixed 
the seals of their arms. 


‘‘Done at Washington, the day of , in the year of our 
Lord, One Thousand Eight Hundred and Sixty-seven.” 

















OUR SQUADRON IN CHINA. 
'" The Times, in noticing the sale of Her Majesty’s wooden ships, 
@s reported in our last, has the following article :— 

While we are busy in getting rid of the last vestiges of the old state of 
things, we may as well consider how far we are consistent in our proceed- 
ings, and whether we are quite off with the old love before we are on with 
the new. The only possible justification of this wholesale sacrifice and 
destruction of our wooden fect is the firm conviction that wooden vessels 
are worthless when opposed to iron, and that to rely on them for the duty 
‘of protecting our commerce, keeping open the highway to India and the 
‘colonies, or repressing any sudden outbreak of hostilities, is to lean on a 
‘broken reed which will assuredly pierce the credulous hand that trusts it. 
How comes it, then, that at the moment when we are selling our wooden 
fleet at firewood price we are still employing and actually putting new 
wooden ships into commission? Our China trade is as lucrative as an 
we possess, and, being carried on at so great a distance from home, 18 
peculiarly liable to attack, and peculiarly, therefore, in want of efficient 
defence. We might, indeed, adopt a policy recommended by many 
high authorities, which would consist in giving up the idea of pro- 
tecting our foreign trade by fleets and squadrons so large as to 

rantee it, not only against casual insult, but against serious and 
efficient attacks. We might keep our ships at home, and only send them 
out when there is some specific object to be served. Such a policy would 
have much to recommend it. It would, inthe first instance, be cheap, and 
it might, perhaps, be efficient. If, like Sir John Falstaff, we could make 
our name do the work of our sword, we should gain much, and nobody 
swould have any cause to complain. But we do not adopt this line of 
policy. We profess our intention to protect our trade by adequate force 
on the spot, and, that being our intention, we are bound to give it full 
effect. Now, it is quite plain—~at least, the Admiralty, who are thus 
rapidly demolishing our wooden fleet will hardly venture to deny it—that 
tion by wooden ships is no protection at all, except against enemies 

who will undertake to confine their operations to wood, and not on any 
account to meddle with cold iron. We are evidently under the persuasion 
that any possible antagonist with whom we may have to deal will be sure 
to show us this courteous consideration. We are just now fitting 
out the Rodney, an old wooden man-of-war, not one whit better 
‘than any one of those just sold at firewood price, for the China 
Station, and, as far as we are aware, almost all the duty cast upon 
ships on stations far removed from England is discharged by wooden ves- 
sels. We have at once 30 little confidence in wooden vessels that we are 
selling them for less than the value of their materials, and so much that 
we trust them with the task of protecting our commerce and asserting our 
power and authority allover the world. The results of such a system are 
obvious. We pay about halfa million a week for our nativnal defences, 
and yet there is no nation so insignificant that it cannot, if it will, inflict a 
atal injury on our trade. It does not require very formidable resources 
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to become the proprietor of a single ironclad steamer, or, if this be be- 
yond the power of a State, to commission a few ironclad privateers. This 
once done, for a certain number of months—that is. till the intelligence 
has reached England, and till ironclad ships can be sent to the scene ef 
action—we are at the mercy of our opponents. We are paying for a se 
curity we do not get, and squandering our resources in providing a sem- 
blance of resistance and a heility of insult. We were not among those 
who thought it was the duty of the English Admiral on a recent occasion 
to interfere in order to prevent the bombardment of Valparaiso; but, 
duty or no duty, the result would have been all the same—the Admiral had 
not the means of giving effectto his opinion, The Spanish ironclad ships 
were entirely masters of the situation, and, had the city bombarded been 
English instead of Chilian, the English Admiral would have had no other 
choice than to submit. We will not speak of our own force, but we beg 
to call the attention of our readers to the present state of the French navy, 
leaving every reader to draw a parallel between their state and ours, 
according to the knowledge he may possess. The French have at 
this moment in commission seven ironclad frigates, three carryin 
34 guns, one 28, and three 14 guns. These are first-rate ahh 
of between 800 and 900-horse power. France has, besides, im 
commission, two armour-plated vessels of 900-horse power, carrying 
52 guns each. She is fitting out four iron-plated frigates of from 800 to 
900-horse power. She has two similar vessels dismantled. She is 
building four iron-plated frigates, each of 950-horse power, carrying 12 
guns, and with a complement of 750 men. She is building seven armour- 
plated corvettes of 45))-horse power, carrying eight guns and 300 men 
each. France is, besides, building four armour-plated coastguard vessels 
of 530-horse power and two guns each, and she has afloat 16 floating 
batteries, with horse power varying from 150 to 120, anda number of gung 
between sixteen and nine. We do not believe that these vessels are as 
good as those which we possess, but the worst of them is quite good enough 
to deal with the best of our wooden ships. 

There are circumstances which render this question peculiarly urgent at 
this moment. America, as well as France, hasa large steam navy, and 
almost every nation in the world has a small one. Can anything, then, be 
conceived more absurd than this affectation of keeping up a semblance of 
naval power and predominance all over the world by means of ships con- 
fessedly quite incompetent to the business? We laugh at the Chinese for 
their paper ramparts and their painted guns, but in what respect better are 
our wooden frigates and men-of-war, despatched to enormvuus distances and 
at a great expense, in order, as it would seem, to afford an easy triumph to 
an enemy, and to break the spirit of a noble service by exposing it to the 
most painful and gratuitous humiliation ? If we have no ships on the spot, 
no honour is lost; but what can be imagined more painful and more de- 
grading than the position of a gallant officer who finds himself, perhaps, 
with a large ship, heavily armed, and a choice crew of eight hundred men 
under his command, compelled to fly before a feeble enemy who has no 
other advantage over him except that protection which we, with all our 
javish expenditure, have failed to supply ?

The Racoon, 22, for the Cape of Good Hope, the Rodney, 78, for 
China, and the Vestal, 4, for the West Coast of Africa, left Plymouth 
Sound on the 23rd inst.

A report has been circulated that the iron clad Ocean has been ordered 
from the Mediterranean station to China, but we cannot vouch for its cor 
rectness. The Ocean is about 4,000 tons, Captain Chandos Stanhope. 

The screw steamer Achilles, which arrived at Gravesend, from China, 
on the 20th inst., landed her detachments at Government-quay on Monday, 
when the time-expired men were forwarded to join their respective depots 
at the various stations. 

The armoured screw frigate Royal Albert, 18 guns, 4,069 tons, 800- 
horse power, ag Frederick A. Herbert, flagship of Vice-Admiral Sir 
George Rodney Mundy, K.C.B., left Spithead under steam for Halifax, 
to relieve the unarmoured screw line of battle ship Duncan, Captain Robert 
Dixon, flagship of Vicc- Admiral Sir James Hope, K.C.B. 

About 200 tons of chain cables and anchors were despatched in dock- 
yard lighters from Woolwich, for embarkation on board the steamship 
Memphis, in the Victoria Docks, for conveyance to Alexandria for the 
service of the new steam transports recently built for carrying troops to 
and from India, viz., the Crocodile, built by Messrs. Wigram, at Black- 
wall; the Euphrates, built by Messrs. Laird, at Birkenhead; the Jumna, 
built by Messrs. Palmer, at Yarrow; the Malabar, built by Messrs. Napier, 
at Glasgow ; and the Serapis, built by the Thames Iron Works Company, 
at Blackwall. The whole of the ships will be very shortly stored and 
ready for sea in case of being required. 

The composite double-screw gunvessel Beacon, one of the squadron of 
iron and wood steamers of light draught building at Chatham dockyard, 
from the designs of Mr. E. J. Reed, Chief Constructor of the Navy, has 
been put in frame, and the first of her water-tight bulkheads completed. A 
portion of her main deck wrought-iron beams have been laid, while her 
bottom wood planking has been bolted to the iron frames. Since she was 
laid down the Beacon has been inspected by a number of the leading iron 
shipbuilders connected with London, Liverpool, and Bristol, who have 
been invited hy the Admiralty to tender for the construction of the 
other vessels of this class. The Beacon is being built on perfectly ftat 
aections, which will give her a comparatively light draught of water, 
enabling her to operate in harbours and creeks, while her double propeller 
will give her superior manceuvring powers, rendering her, in short, a most 
useful vessel for the particular service for which she is building.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RoTTERDAM, APRIL 24. 

The First Chamber of the States-General had before Easter a long list 
of unimportant questions to dispose of before it arrived at the Bill grant- 
ing the money to apply the measures for preventing the spreading of the 
rinderpest. A brief conversation, however, only followed; some objec- 
tions were made, but after all the Bill met with universal acceptance, and 
‘was voted unanimously. The House then adjourned until to-morrow, 
when the definitive budgets will be taken up. The credit laws expire 
on the Ist cf May, so that these budgets must be voted before that day ; 
there cannot be an ample debate, as there is only time enough for the 
several divisions. From the replies of the Government to the section re- 
ports—which were as brief as the discussions promise to be,—lI only 
derive that the Minister for the Colonies answered to the accusation of 
being a “‘ turncoat,” that he still adhered to the programme of Mr. Myer, 
and asks further for facts by which his irresolution should be proved. 
When the House is inclined to furnish them, these, however, will not be 
wanting. But I think that our Lords have too strong a desire to return 
to their seats. The same Minister stated that in consequence of the 
atrong objections which were urged against his measure to abolish the 
alternative chartering of Dutch merchantmen to convey produce from the 
East Indies to our ports for account of the Government, that it was his 
intention to make some alterations in those stipulations, and principally 
with regard to those by which vessels of small charter should be excluded. 

The Second Chamber will, it is rumoured, meet again on the 14th of 
May for the despatch of business. Amongst the new Bills that will be 
brought in will appear that to regulate definitively the sugar cultivation 
in India, and another to repeal the law by which the minimum of the 
revenue of the sugar duties is fixed. 

‘* War or Peace ” remains still the principal question of the day ; a great 
number of contradictory rumours are in circulation, and the public here 
does not know what to believe, because it is impossible to ascertain what 
actually passes. If it is true what is stated by the German Press, that 
Count Bismarck refuses to make any concession, then the question whether 
peace shall be preserved is narrowed to the simple consideration, if France 
is prepared to assert the claim to Luxembourg at the risk of a war. In 
the meanwhile public opinion is highly agitated here, and the several 
reports have caused a very marked fall in our Exchange, as on almost all 
the Bourses of Europe. Public opinion has indeed very little trust in the 
future, and very few is the number of people that thinks that these fears 
are unfounded, or at least premature. But [ repeat that all that we know 
with certitude at this moment is, that we know nothing. 

Within a few days a general promotion will take place in the army. 
Twenty-four first-lieutenants are to be named, whilst seventy subaltern 
pay are to be appointed lieutenants. Several high officers were pen- 

oned. 

H.M. the King and the Royal family will leave the Hague to-morrow 
to pay the capital their annual visit. 

About the damming up of the Easter Scheltz there is no further news. 
The reports of the foreign engineers are not yet published, but several 
rumours are in circulation about their contents. The late storms have 
done some damage to these works that are now repaired by 4,000 work- 
men, but they are much overrated by the Belgian papers who state that 
the works were nearly destroyed. ‘The damages are already now restored. 

The dirty weather that prevailed during the last few days caused also 
many losses to the navigation. Amongst the vessels that were lost on our 
coasts appears an East Indiaman, which, with a full and valuable cargo, 
stranded on the evening of the 2ist. The crew of this vessel, the Baron 
Pallandt van Roosendaal, was saved. Need it be added that these heavy 
losses are powerful stimulations to the insurance cflices for raising the 
insurance premiums, the necessity whereof is urged in the meetings of 
insurance brokers, and likewise in the papers, because these companies did 
not make any profit at all during the last year. 

From Amsterdam I hear that a plan is submitted to the Council of that 
town to enlarge the town with 648 bunders, so that when this plan is ap- 
proved of the total circumference of our capital will be 1,326 bunders. 
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A general Anti-Stamp Duty League was established some days ago 
with the aim to insist by all means on the abolishment of the duty levied 
now on the newspapers. 

At the Trading Company’s coffee auction half of the quantities offered 
was sold at the full valuation. The parcels bought in will not be sold under 
the bought in prices, aud in parcels of not less than 5,000 b.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HamBoraG, APRIL 23. 

My prediction of Admiral von Wullerstorf’s resignation as Austrian 
Minister for Commerce and Public Works has been fulfilled much earlier 
than I anticipated when I wrote my last letter, and it has taken an unfore 
seen turn, as it was expected he would at least have remained in office 
till the conclusion of the negotiations respecting the Treaty of Commerce 
between Austria and Italy, which are nearly completed. The announce- 
ment made a few days ago at Vienna, therefore, took the public by sur- 
prise, as it was to the effect that the gallant admiral had tendered his 
resignation as Minister, that the Emperor had accepted it, and as a mark of 
his particular favour, had invested him with the Grand Cross of the Order 
of Leopold, the highest distinction in Austria for civil services rendered to 
the State. 1t was further added that the Emperor had appointed him to 
the supreme command of the forthcoming expedition to the Far East, and 
at the same time nominated him to be Ambassador Extraordinary to the 
Courts of China, Japan, and Siam, with full powers to negotiate and con- 
clude treaties of commerce, navigation, and amity with those States. As 
the gallant admiral commanded the former expedition known as the 
«* Novara Expedition,” he will no doubt feel himself more ia his element 
on the quarter deck of a ship of war ploughing the ocean than when con- 
fined to his desk in the ministerial offices at Vienna. The vessels selected 
for the expedition are the 42-gun screw steam frigate the Donau (or 
Danube), in which the admiral will hoist his flag, and the 16 gun screw 
corvette Friedrich, which was employed in the North Sea two years ago 
during the war with: Denmark, and took part in the action with the Danish 
squadron off Heligoland on the 9th May, 1864. They are now both fitting 
out at Pola, and the arrangements will be completed under the personal 
orders and inspection of the admiral himself. The date of their sailing is 
not yet fixed, but there is every reason to believe, from the admiral’s well- 
known energy and his knack of overcoming difficulties, that it will not be 
later than June, though the Emperor only promised that it should be in 
the autumn. The appointment of the admiral’s successor as Minister has 
not yet been made, and the office is provisionally held by Herr von Becke, 
the Minister of Finance. 

The Treaty of Commerce between Denmark and Japan, signed on the 
12th of January last by Mynheer Dirk de Greff van Polsbroek, the Dutch 
Consul- General in Japan, by virtue of full powers granted to him by the 
King of Denmark, has now been published at full length in the official 
ry aha n Tidende of Copenhagen. The treaty stipulates the free right 
on Foth sides to appoint diplomatic agents and consuls in the territory of 
the other party, opens the ports of Hakodadi, Kanagawa, and Nagasaki in 
Japan for Danish trade, and insures to Danish subjects the right of resi- 
dence and the free exercise of their religious worship. Danes settled 
in Japan are to be subject to Japanese jurisdiction in all disputes con- 
cerning property and personal Habies in all other cases differences are to 
be settled by the consuls. Danes are permitted to import and sell all 
goods not prohibited by law into the above-mentioned ports, except con- 
traband of war, and may purchase any native goods they please of the 
Japanese. Shipwrecked Danes are to receive every assistance and pro- 
tection from the authorities in Japan. Naval stores for the use of Danish 
chips of war may be warehoused without the payment of duty. Danish 
subjects shall be treated in Japan on the footing of those of the most 
favoured nations, All negotiations and official communications between 
the Danish and Japanese authorities are to be carried on in the French 
Janguage. 

_ Under the heading of fhe “ Siberian Question ” Count Sollohud pub- 
lishes an article in the Moscow Gazette, in which he exposes the two great 
antagonists of the poor and at the same time rich country of Siberia, 
viz., its distance from the centre of the empire, and its colonisation 
by criminals.” ‘‘ We know,” says the Count, “that ten thousand crimi- 
nals are annually banished to Siberia, who perish, both physically and 
morally, from disease and idleness; ten thousand pairs of working hands 
expatriated from their homes to be mixed up with the dregs of society. 
We know further that a thousand prisoners annually effect their escape 
from penal servitude, creating continual fear and trembling in the minds 
of peaceable and quiet-minded inhabitants.” He then suggests abandoning 
Siberia as a penal colony and having one and the same code of laws for 
the whole monarchy. With regard to the great distance, he proposes to 
shorten it by the construction of a railway from Tjumen to Nijni Nov- 
gorod, which would place Siberia in immediate communication with 
Moscow, and to let the work be executed by gangs of prisoners. The article 
has made a great sensation.

COMMERCIAL. 

The Easter holidays and the fear of a war between Germany and France, 
which appears to be looming in the distance, have had a depressing in- 
fluence on all articlesp—except sulphur and saltpetre, which are in demand 
and dearer—pricea having in most instances given way. Notwithstanding 
this, 17,000) bags of coffee were sold at very nearly last week’s values; but 
sugar, both raw and refined, is quite neglected and lower. Rice and spices 
are dull; of the latter the only transaction reported was 1,000 baga of 
Singapore Pepper, at 3 sch. bco., which is decidedly lower. There 
have been some considerable arrivals of candied ginger by the vessels from 
China, noted at foot, and 2,000 chests have already been sold. Spelter is 
extremely difficult to dispose of, though offered mach lower. No sales 
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have been made since last week, the nominal quotations are 134 mks. beo- 
in loco, and 13} for delivery, but lower offers. would probably not be re- 

DiscounT.—Money is fortunately plentiful and cheap, good bills being 
easily discounted at 2 percent. On the Stock Exchange there was an 
awful panic on two different days this last week, and prices of all descriptions 
of securities came tumbling down 5 or 6 per cent. in the course of half-an- 
hour. Thus the Italian Rente has fallen from 53 down to 42, but rallied 
a little since, and is now at 44; Austrian Credit EPank from 72 down to 
58, now at 59 ; Rhenish Railway shares from 117 down to 96, and most 
other railway shares at the same rate.

A meeting of the shareholders of the Bank of Rotterdam was 
held on the 29th ultimo, for the purpose of receiving the report 
of the committee appointed to investigate the charges against 
the directors contained in a recent letter addressed to the share- 
holders by Mr. Hinsberg. 

The report of the committce disposes of these charges in 
detail. First, in reference to the conuection of Mr. Bauduin, a 
director, with the firm of Dummler and Co., the report states 
that there is no evidence to prove that Messrs. Dummler have 
abused their position as agevts of tke bank, or that Mr. 
Bauduin has promoted the interests of that firm in opposition to 
those uf the bank. On the contrary, the committee consider 
that the connection of the bank with Dummler aud Co. has 
been attended with much advantage to the former. 

Mr. Hinsberg, in the second paragraph of his letter, accuses the 
directors of having by various means compelled him to resign 
the management of the Holland branch of the bank. The 
report states in reply that “ Mr. Hinsberg’s principles as to the 
management of interests confided to the care of the bank appear 
to have been contrary to those of his colleagues and to those 
generally observed, and it is not surprising that these principles 
should have led to frequent differences, and, ultimately, to a 
separation.” 

The concluding portion of Mr. Hinsberg’s letter relates to the 
general management of the bank. On this head the report of 
the committee offers the following remarks :—“ The counections 
of the bank in Holland have been considerably extended since 
the departure of Mr. Hinsberg. The dispositions of the bank 
are not less excellent than heretofore. The Indian business is 
being conducted in an able and efficient manner, and since the 
bank was established the Indian losses have not amounted to 
more than 4 per cent. of the European. The European busi- 
ness has not been neglected in favour of the Indian. Bad debts 
written off have arisen, with one exception, from transactions 
entered into previous to July last. The above leads to the con- 
clusion that the position of the bank is not less secure and the 
management not less excellent than under Mr. Hinsberg’s 
directorship.” 

The result of the meeting was that the shareholders declined 
to accept the proffered resignation of the directors, who there- 
upon resumed their appointments. The auditors for the present 
year were elected and a vote of thanks having been presented 
to the Chairman, Mr. Fransen van de Putte aud the Commis- 
sioners, the proceedings terminated. The ‘balance-sheet pre- 
sented at the meeting will be found in our advertising columns. 

Some important robberies of silk are alleged to have taken 
place on board the steamers of the P. and O. Company. The 
loss involved, we understand, amounts to several thousand 
pounds, ‘The question is an important one, as a grievance of 
this nature on the part of shippers will tend to curtail the ship- 
ments by this company’s vessels. The company repudiate the 
Claims, and allege that the bales may have been plundered in the 
godowns before shipment and skillully sewn up again. 

A meeting of the creditors of the Commercial Bank of India 
and the East was held on the 17th inst., when the terms of the 
proposal for the reconstruction of the establishment, under which 
the remaining 10s. in the pound will be paid by four equal 
half-yearly instalraents, were cordially approved. 

The reports of the meetings of the Chartered Bank of India 
and the Oriental Bank, alluded to in our last issue, will be 
found in another column. 

The biddings for £300,000 in bills on India were made at the 
Bank of England. The amounts allotted were-—to Calcutta 
£196,000, to Madras, £4,000, and to Bombay £100,000. The 
minimum price was fixed at 1s. 114d. on all the Presidencies. 
Tenders at 1s. 114d. on Calcutta and Madras will receive about 
89 per cent., and on Bombay, at 1s. 11#d., about 78 per cent. 
Those above these prices will bo allotted in full. The results 
thus obtained as regards Calcutta and Madras show a reduction

ot 14 per cent. from the rate paid on the last occasion, and as 
regards Bombay a reduction of 1 per cent, indicating a con- 
siderable falling off in the demand for means of remittance to 
the East. 

The annexed letter from Mr. H. H. Cannan explains some 
points with regard to the proceedings at the meeting of the 
Agra and Masterman’s Bank :— 

TO THE EDITOR. 

Sir,— Had I been invited to attend the meeting of the Agra Bank share- 
holders, held yesterduy, I should have offered to those present a full expla- 
nation of every matter with which my name was connected. 

Your report of Mr. Thomson's speech is calculated to convey a very 
erroneous impression of the facts, and to lead to the conciusion that I had 
improperly retained in my possession large assets belonging to the bank; I 
therefore ask you to permit me to state the facts :— On the 11th Jan. last I 
handed over to the new banka cheque for £1,130,000, and on the 12th I 
handed over the whole of the remaining assets and property of the old 
bank, with the exception of the balance standing to the credit of m 
official account as liquidator at the Bank of England (about 44,000) an 
£116.000 Consols also standing in my name as liquidator. 

As I was liable to pay alarge amount of dividends for which creditors 
were daily calling, the cash was absolutely necessary. The Consols re- 
mained in my name until the order of the Vice-Chancellor was obtained 
for their disposal. Ev my consent an order was made for the transfer to 
the new bank of £32 700 Consols (which I transferred), the Vice-Chane 
cellor deciding that the balance should remain as an indemnity fund for 
unclaimed dividends, &c. ; at the same time I offered to transfer this fund 
into the joint names of myself and some person to be nominated by the 
new bank. The bank's solicitor, however, preferred that the amount 
should remain standing in my name with a distringas, to which I readily 
consented. 

I may add that everything that has been done by me with regard to the 
£4,000 cash and {116,000 Consols has been done with the sanction and 
under the direction of the Vice-Chancellor; and I cannot but think if 
unfair that an order made mith my consent should be spoken of as an ade 
verse order, and that the distringas to which I consented for the convenie 
ence of the new bank at the request of its solicitor, and to save expense, 
should be designated as a proceeding taken adversely. 

I may further add, that up to this time I have not taken or received one 
shilling of the bank’s money for remuneration or outlay, although my firm 
are out of pocket to a very large amount.—I am, Sir, your very obedient 
servant, H. H. Cannan. 

The report of the directors of the Singapore Gas Company states that :— 
The profits of the company for the half-year ending the 31st of Decem- 
ber were £990, which, together with £25 from the preceding half-year, 
made an available balance of £1,016, out of which the directors recom- 
mended a dividend at the rate of 34 per cent. per annum on the amounts 
paid up on the original capital, free from income-tax, leaving a balance af 
£51. Mr. E. J. Wells, the manager, states in his report that the advan- 
tages of gas over cocoa-nut oil for illuminating purposes was fully appre- 
ciated by all classes of residents at Singapore. The total increase of lights 
for the half-year was 798. The collection of the gas rental had been 
satisfactory, and the profits on the fittings and sundries, and also the sale 
of the residual products, had fully answered his expectations. The total 
number of lights fixed at the end of the half-year was 5,310. The revenue 
account for the half-year showed that £4,332 had been received, and 
£3,342 expended, leaving a balance, as above, of £990.

As to operations of the Bank in 1866, the resulta are shown by 
profit and loss acconnt; with a few exceptions all operations mentioned in 
art. 12 of the Statutes have been more or less attended to, the Directors 
have in particular and more than ever, put their services at the disposal of 
our national commerce and industry, and we are happy to notice in conse- 
quence a considerable extension of business in Twente, the great manu- 
facturing district, during the last half-year.
